The privatization greenwash 
Thanks to the Bay Guardian for continu- 
ing to make the connection between the 
selling-out of the Presidio and the wider 
movement to privatize public lands 
(“Nancy Pelosi’s Legacy” and “The Pre- 
sidio’s Progeny,” 12/21/05]. On rereading 
past coverage, I was struck by your allusion 
to the pro-privatization agenda of the 
Pew Charitable Trusts, which you indi- 
rectly linked to the Presidio through the 
Tides Foundation. 

Today, Pew is pushing privatization in 
a much more direct way. In the process, it’s 
redefining the whole notion of wilderness 
in much the way the Presidio debacle 
fashioned an insidious new definition of 
public space. 

Through a nonprofit called the Cam- 
paign for America’s Wilderness, Pew is 
funneling millions of dollars into state-by- 
state national legislation that links priva- 
tization and land and water development 
to wilderness designation. With Pew 
money, and through hands-on work and 
board participation, groups such as the 
Wilderness Society and Natural Resources 
Defense Council — some of the same 
groups complicit in the Presidio sellout — 
are promoting “wilderness” bills that have 
thus far brought about the privatization of 
more than 250,000 acres of public land. 

A current example is a bill sponsored by 
Rep. Mike Simpson (R-Idaho) called the 
Central Idaho Economic Development 
and Recreation Act. HR 3603 includes the 
outright giveaway of more than 7,000 
acres of public land to local interests. It 
bars federal water rights within the newly 
designated wilderness. Inside the “pro- 
tected” area, it allows activities totally in- 
consistent with the Wilderness Act, such as 
motor vehicle use and stream poisoning. 
It creates a 500,000-plus-acre priority area 
for off-road vehicles, including 200,000 
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acres of the Sawtooth National Recre- 
ation Area. 

Pew’s funding has been instrumental in 
getting three similar bills passed since 
2000, and more are lined up for Utah, 
Nevada, and Idaho. Proponents shrug off 
the implications of linking land 
“protection” in one place to public land 
destruction elsewhere. It’s the only way 
to get wilderness, they say. 

Well, the privatization gang (also 
known as the “western congressional del- 
egation”) has these groups exactly where 
it wants them, The recent failure of Rep. 
Richard Pombo’s massive federal land 
sell-off proved once again that the public 
won't stand for naked, unabashed priva- 
tization. Whether it’s in the Presidio or the 
Sawtooths, privatization needs greenwash. 
With the help of Pew’s lavish funding, 
some conservation groups are happy to 
accommodate.

Souder the champion 

It is without doubt that a sufficient 
amount of outrageous proposals have 
been floated recently — those threatening 
to commercialize our national parks, to 
mine them, sell them off, or give them 
away to other federal agencies. But we 
should take care not to pigeonhole any 
one group with the blame for wreaking 
havoc on our national treasures. 

Rep. Mark Souder (R-Ind.) may be an 
unexpected national parks champion, but 
he is indeed a champion. The National 
Park Centennial Act (HR 1124, S 886), 
to which your editorial referred, has bi- 
partisan support in both the House and 
Senate because it offers an innovative way 
to increase funding for maintenance and 
natural and cultural resource preserva- 
tion needs in our national parks through 
2016 — the 100-year anniversary of the 
National Park System. 

While sufficient annual appropria- 
tions for parks are absolutely necessary, 
developing nongovernmental financial 
support for parks should not be dis- 
missed outright. The Centennial Act 
would give taxpayers the opportunity 
to make voluntary contributions to na- 
tional parks through a checkoff box on 
the federal tax return. The bill specifically 
aims to supplement, not replace, gov- 
ernment funding with individual phi- 
lanthropy. Moreover, the bill guarantees 
that the federal government make up 
any difference in additional funding 

needed to eliminate the enormous 

backlog of park maintenance proj- 

ects. We are pleased that the Cen- 

tennial Act also has the support of 

seven California representatives, in- 

cluding Bay Area representatives Pete 
Stark and Mike Thompson.

would hazard a guess that few people in Califor- 
|: realized when they wound down their cele- 

brations of the arrival of 2006 they were cele- 
brating in the most transgender-friendly state in the 
country. That lack of realization isn’t surprising. 
While the changes that have been made on the 
state and local level in the last 15 years are profound 
and far-reaching, they have transpired largely 
outside of the spotlight. 

. Of course, putting a number on anything like ad- 
vancements in a civil rights movement is inher- 
ently flawed. Transgender people throughout the 
state have been standing up for their rights for at 
least several. decades. This year we celebrate the 
40th anniversary of the very political Compton’s 
Cafeteria Riots that Susan Stryker did such a won- 
derful job documenting in Screaming Queens. And 
a little more than a decade after the riot, activists in 
Los Angeles got the state’s first transgender 
antidiscrimination law passed on a local level. 

It was right around 15 years ago that local 
activists in Santa Cruz got the state’s second civil 
rights law passed, and two years after that when San 
Francisco passed the third. Since then at least five 
more local jurisdictions have followed suit. More far 
reaching, though, have been the changes on the 
state level. 

Beginning with a 1999 law designating gender- 
identity-bias-motivated crimes as hate crimes, 
California public policy has advanced quickly and 
solidly toward fully recognizing and supporting trans- 
gender people as full participants in civil society. State 
law now clearly protects transgender people from 
discrimination in public education (2000), housing, 
employment, and the foster care system (2004), and 
public accommodation and insurance (2006). 

Of course, the passage of each of these laws was 
the culmination of years of individual and organ- 
ized efforts for dignity and justice. Each time a 
transgender employee in Fresno, a parent in Orange 
County, a student in San Jose, a health care pa- 
tient in San Diego, an attorney in San Luis Obispo, 
an asylum applicant in Los Angeles, a tenant in 
Oakland, or a city/county commissioner in San 
Francisco stood up for themselves, their families, 
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come of age 


and their friends, they opened minds. Each trans- 
gender artist in San Francisco who told their story 
in a universal way, each person who transitioned as 
_ a volunteer in a homeless shelter in the Inland Em- 
pire, each patrorfin a bar in Salinas who refused to 
use the wrong restroom set the stage for the pro- 
found social change California is experiencing. 
And each time parents welcomed the person they 
thought was their daughter home as their son, each 
time a coworker supported the creation of a nondis- 
criminatory work environment, each time a teacher 
questioned whether they were doing everything 
they could to break down negative gender stereo- 
types, and each time a doctor, or a lawyer, or a 
plumber for that matter, provided nondiscrimina- 
tory services to a person whom they didn’t really 
understand, the state moved forward. 

But passing these laws does not end the conver- 
sation. The laws are just tools to help bring about 
change. They are the manifestation of a public po- 
tential for full inclusion of transgender people and 
their families. 

That potential will only be realized through the 
continued efforts of activists, artists, writers, policy 
wonks, insiders, outsiders, and “civilians” pushing 
nontransgender individuals forward. Sometimes 
that pushing will be gentle and supportive, some- 
times urgent, and sometimes it'll just be pushy. To 
be successful, the movement has to be broad-based, 
inclusive, strategic, and self-reflective. 

While transgender people have been, and will 
continue to be, in the driver’s seat of this movement, 
those of us who aren't transgender have our role to 


play. After all, these laws passed through a state . 


legislature that doesn’t contain a single “out” trans- 
gender elected official. 

California has come a long way in the last 15 
years, but we still have a long way to go. Each of us 
has a role to play in this movement that is about so 
much. It’s about gender, power, class, and culture. 
But, at its heart, it is about the opportunity to be ac- 
cepted as ourselves. %*

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New year’s resolutions 


By the end of 2006, California could have a 

new governor, the balance of power in Congress 
may have shifted away from the Republicans, the 
balance of power at the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors may have shifted away from (or back to- 
ward) the Mayor’s Office, the latest police scandal 
may lead to major changes (or not) in the SFPD, 
and the future of southeast San Francisco, and 
housing policy in the city, will begin moving in 
the right (or a very wrong) direction. 

And that’s just a tiny taste of what’s to come. 

It’s a year when San Francisco is poised to make 
some great strides forward, or some horrible mis- 
takes. Here are our suggestions for New Year’s res- 
olutions for the key players: 


|" going to be quite a year. 


For Mayor Gavin Newsom: When it comes to the 
media spotlight, nobody does it better. When it 
comes to actually implementing substantial policy 
changes — or even articulating an overall vision of 
the city — Newsom has a lot more trouble. 

Take, for example, the soaring homicide rate, 
particularly in African American neighborhoods. 
Newsom shows up to visit the projects and play 
some basketball. He vows to make changes and do 
better. But he’s never followed up on Sup. Ross 
Mirkarimi’s demand for more community policing 
in the Western Addition, and his office actually 
sabotaged a special commission’s effort to establish 
a true community-based model that had great hope 
of repairing the damaging rift between the depart- 
ment and communities of color. He’s not helping 
Sup. Chris Daly with his proposal to spend $20 
million more on youth and violence-prevention 
programs. He hasn’t shaken up the ineffective homi- 
cide division that can’t seem to solve any cases. 

Newsom brags about housing the homeless, but 
as far as we can tell, his overall housing policy is 
driven entirely by the needs of private developers 
who want to build pricey condos. And once again, 
the city’s going to stagger through a budget crisis 
with no coherent direction. 

In 2006 Newsom needs to get real: Hold the 
cops — and the chief — accountable, and get rid of 
the ones who don’t belong on the force. Create a 
community-policing program that has some dis- 
tance from the-dysfunctional police department's 
normal chain of command. Hire a strong plan- 
ning director — and enact a moratorium on all new 
market-rate housing until that person has a chance 
to develop a real housing policy aimed at preserv- 
ing and creating affordable housing for San Fran- 
ciscans. Work with the supervisors on tax reform 
and budget overhaul, and don’t just present an- 
other patched-together plan that blames Washing- 
ton and Sacramento for our problems. 

For the supervisors: The progressive coalition has 
frayed a bit over the past year, and we've expressed 
some doubt about whether board president Aaron 
Peskin can pull it back together. Aside from the dis- 
aster of his flip-flop vote on Home Depot, he’s done 
a decent job of heading off some of the worst ideas 
coming out of the Mayor’s Office and private devel- 
opers, but it’s time for a more aggressive stance. 

For starters, the board needs to take the city’s 
long-term finances a lot more seriously. Let’s face it: 
San Francisco needs at least an additional $250 
million a year — every year — to fund an ade- 
quate level of services. We've been hollering about 
this for years now, and nobody’s paying attention, 
so we'll say it again: It’s time for a long-term, com- 
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prehensive new revenue plan. Now. 

It’s also time to put public power back on the top 
of the agenda. Community choice aggregation is a 
great step, but as long as Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
controls the grid, the city will pay too much, get bad 
service, and lose a fortune in general-fund cash. 

Passing a public-financing program for mayoral 
elections will do wonders to level the playing field 
and allow a progressive candidate a fighting chance. 

And since housing is perhaps the most important 
issue facing the city, and the mayor is prepared to let 
developers completely and profoundly change the 
southeast neighborhoods (and the demographic 
makeup of the city), the board needs to take the ini- 
tiative, pass legislation enacting a three-year ban on all 
new market-rate housing construction and estab- 
lishing guidelines for a new citywide housing plan. 

And since existing affordable housing is so valu- 
able (it’s much, much cheaper to preserve what we 
have than to build something new), why not deny 
condo conversion permits, forever, to anyone who 
created a tenancy-in-common by evicting any ten- 
ant, and enact a large (say, $50,000) conversion fee 
for all TIC-to-condo applications (with the money 
going to affordable rental housing)? 

For the school board: First things first — adopt 
a strong sunshine policy. This has been debated 
for years now, and there’s finally something credi- 
ble on the table, put forward by board member 
Mark Sanchez. But it needs to go further: The board 
needs to enforce penalties for noncompliance and 
strict deadlines for responding to public records re- 
quests and appeals. 

The board will hire a new superintendent this 
year — and the members need to check the appli- 
cants’ credentials carefully. Arlene Ackerman had a 
history in past jobs of aloof, top-down manage- 
ment and reacting badly to direction and criti- 
cism. The next superintendent must be not only a 
top-flight educator but someone who is open and 
accessible (even to critics) and who wants to work 
with, not against, the community. The first thing 
that new person should do is rescind Ackerman’s 
gag order and allow staffers to speak freely to the 
press and public. 

For Rep. Nancy Pelosi and the local Democratic 
Party leadership: This is the year to fight back 
against Bush and his agenda— not by trying to act 
like lightweight Republicans but by showing that 
Democrats have better ideas. A good way to start: 
Admit that privatizing the Presidio was a terrible 
idea, and use that disaster as an example of why the 
Republicans shouldn't be allowed to privatize any 
more national parks. 

Pelosi needs to start acting like the leader of a vi- 
able opposition party and openly and aggressive- 
ly challenge abuses of power by the federal gov- 
ernment in two key areas: the war in Iraq and the 
war on drugs. Pelosi has moved a few steps in the 
right direction on Iraq (but still was the only Bay 
Area Democrat to support the bloated defense ap- 
propriation bill). She needs to push the party to 
make this a national issue — or she needs a chial- 
lenge this year. 

Meanwhile, the federal government needs to 
stop wasting vital resources on an unwinnable and 
counterproductive war on marijuana. The solu- 
tion is simple: Remove marijuana from the Sched- 
ule I narcotic list, as Rep. Barney Frank has tried to 
do for years with almost no help from his party. 

It’s going to be a hell of a year. We'll keep 
you posted. %

Shedding Limelight 


After 30 years, the scripts shop leaves Mid-Market for a new home.

he greater Castro area lost a bit of 

its incandescent glow the week 

before Christmas. After 30 years as 

a community presence, Limelight 

Bookstore (1803 Market, 415- 
864-2265, www.limelightbooks.com), 
which specializes in screenplays and has 
the largest collection of such in northern 
California, closed its doors. 

Says Joel Enos, Limelight’s owner for 
the last two years, of his Mid-Market spot 
next to the It’s Tops diner, “It’s $30K of too 
bad.” 

That’s how much it cost Enos, who 
ditched his career in business journalism 
to work among the Bay Area’s many cre- 
ative people, to renovate the dusty shop 
with no hot water or sink. He quickly 
turned the crowded trove into a cool 
hangout that looked like an old movie 
house lobby, complete with a busily pat- 
terned carpet and a velveteen circular 
lounge chair. 

On the upside, Enos is taking the act to 
the South of Market area (965 Mission, 
suite 210, 415-864-2265). His new setup 
will be housed in the same building as a 
voice coach, an acting school, and the Off 
Market Theater. It’s an ideal location for a 
shop that sells scripts filled with meaty 
monologues for auditioning actors to im- 
press casting directors with. 

Still, Enos will miss working in his 
own neighborhood, walking his dog to 
the store every day, and the memories of 
the readings he organized for famed writ- 
ers like John O'Keefe and parties he threw 
for local actors, writers, filmmakers, and 
anyone involved in the performing arts. 

Thanks to the regular events Enos or- 
ganized, sometimes with the help of The- 
atre Bay Area, Limelight was the place 
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Enos to find new accommodations for 
the 2,000-plus scripts Limelight carries, 
from The Addams Family to Zero Effect. 
It’s a unique niche in book sales that at- 
tracts screenwriters and playwrights in 
search of a long-lost script, collectors 
from all over the world, and. even the oc- 
casional celebrity tracking down a play he 
or she might want to option. Of course, 
business fares well online, and sales from 
the Internet currently account for 95 per- 
cent of Limelight’s business. Collectors 
can also find teleplays from the X-Files 
and other shows. 

While managing the hectic move, Enos 
says in a phone interview, “The new place 
will be a scaled down version of the old 
one.” The second floor suite will have a 
lobby painted in the same deep red he 
used in the original store, and he'll con- 
tinue to provide space to some of the 
writers who, at the old location, rented of-

Not many places like Limelight, which 
serves a specialized community, could 
survive in the redeveloping area around 
the Octavia strip these days, it seems. The 
once practically marooned island under 
the freeway overpass between the Castro 
proper and downtown, where the previ- 
ous owner paid as little as $750 to rent the 
place that jumped to $1,800 when Enos 
took over, is now expected to attract busi- 
nesses galore. 

According to Lee Julien, a commercial 
real estate broker at Herth (555 Castro, 
415-861-5200), “some of the property 
owners are thinking it’s going to be a bet- 
ter area, and our intuition would say it 
will be, but it hasn’t [become one] yet.” 
Cost per square foot in the Mid-Market 
area is still well below the going rate over 
by the Castro Theatre. By way of example, 
Julien pointed out that Octavia Lounge, a 
new upscale joint serving brunch and din- 
ner and booking jazz in the evenings, is 
paying $5,000 a month for its 2,500- 
square-foot space, less than half of the 
market rate for storefronts on the other 
side of 17th Street. 

Says Julien, who majored in theater in 
college and would go to the furthest cor- 
ners of the city if necessary to sift through 
Limelight’s prized collection, the rising 
neighborhood would do well with retail- 
ers that attract foot traffic, such as high- 
end gift shops, gadget stores, and vita- 
min sellers. Now that Enos has supplied 
the Market Street storefront with a hot- 
water heater, the space will certainly be 
more attractive to such enterprises. +

In the “technical” FAQ, some CP80 wonk on crack writes, “Adult con- <a oe oe 415-989-2475 
tent will be required to be on a specific port (ie. 1101). Providers of content will be 
required to publish the Adult content on this specific port. They may still maintain 
their presence on port 80 as long as they do not cross into adult content (this line to 
be made up by who??? The Government?)” 

These censors are so unsure of how anyone can tell the difference between adult 
and nonadult content they actually use comic-book punctuation (three question 
marks???) to poke holes in their own theories. Even better, this FAQ is accompanied 
by a kind of public service Flash movie (www.cp80.org/solutions/CP80-Flash- 
Overview.html) about how porn creeps into our homes. “The free and open nature 
of the Internet is becoming a problem,” a smooth female voice informs us as the film 
begins. Then we see a cartoon red tide of porno seeping into a sea of innocent blue 
computers. The thing is so laughably bad it got passed around various blogs as a 
parody until somebody figured out it wasn't. 

But here’s the kicker, CP80 isn’t just a bunch of right-wing college students who 
read Blogging for Dummies and threw up a Web site. It’s sponsored by dozens of 
corporations including Amazon, Apple, Sony, Nokia, Disney, Wal-Mart, and (oddly) 
Hickory Farms. And it’s affiliated with Third Way, a lobbying group with consider- 
able political clout. One of its board members is Sen. Blanche Lincoln (D-Ark.) — 
who, if you recall, recently sponsored a bill in the Senate that would have resulted in 
a 25 percent “porn tax” on Internet pornography. 

With backing like this, it’s not likely we can just dismiss CP80 with jokes. Instead 
we need to remind this group and-others like it that you can’t solve problems with 
content on the Web by re-architecting the Internet, just as you can’t solve problems 
with prank phone calls by reengineering the phone system. 

Turning ports into channels will cost us. First, it will force ISPs and Web software _ 
designers to go into the business of censoring Web sites based on vague rules about 
content. This is sure to be expensive, as it will mean constantly redesigning networks 
to reflect ever changing local laws about pornography. 

Second, only people with technical knowledge will be able to access completely 
legal erotic expression. Since most firewalls and browsers block all but a few ports, 
putting porn on some random high-numbered port like 12045 would mean that 
most people’s computers would be configured by default to block all speech classi- 
fied as “adult.” Unless people learn how to reprogram their firewalls and browsers — 
and let’s face it, most people won't or can’t — home computers will block the high- 
numbered porn ports even if ISPs let the porn through. 

Using technology to enforce social policy is always a losing proposition — 
especially when the social policies are so contested that no communication network, 
no matter how fungible, could ever be configured to support them. “

niversal Cafe opened in 1993: a tough year in a 
sequence of tough years for the city, a curiously 
good year in a sequence of curiously good years 
for nondowntown restaurants in the city. A 
chronicle of the Bay Area from the late 1980s 
into the early 90s can be succinctly summarized: 
stock-market crash, earthquake, war, recession; base 
closures, huge fire, race riots. It is a list of woes that 
would not seem out of place in the Book of Job, but it 
was the earthquake, oddly, that most affected the city’s 
restaurant culture, With the Bay Bridge shut for a 
month and the region’s elevated, double-deck freeways 
exposed as collapsible perils in need af immediate de- 
molishment or hugely expensive retrofitting, the city 
became nearly Olympian in its inaccessibility to sub- 
urban diners, and restaurants that had taken root 
near the traditional portals of automotive entry 
found that the usual suburban traffic on which they 
depended was no longer flowing through those por- 
tals at its accustomed volume. 
Out in the neighborhoods, meanwhile, real-estate 


prices drooped after the ’80s boom, and adventurous 


young chefs took their chances. Some of the city’s 
best neighborhood restaurants, among them Liberty 
Cafe, Firefly, Avenue 9, and Universal Cafe, opened 
in the early 90s, and most of them are still going 
(one exception: Avenue 9) and are still among the 
best restaurants in town. 

Universal changed hands a year ago April, when 
founders Gail Defferari and Bob Voorhees sold the 
place to a troika of employees, including Leslie Carr 
Ayalos, who is now the chef. A central theme, then, is 
continuity, and even the neighborhood seems to 
have cooperated; it seemed out of the way 12 years 
ago, and it still does. The nearest restaurants of note 
— Blowfish and Slow Club — are several blocks 
away, and Universal itself looks much as it did when 
it opened. It is a deep, narrow box with a plateglass 
face to the street, a few brushed-steel pieces on the 
sidewalk for the al fresco minded, a colored concrete 
floor, marble-topped tables to match the long mar- 
ble-topped bar, and a large chalkboard just inside the 
entryway, on which the day’s specials (including 
wines) are listed. If you're thinking noise, you're not 
wrong, though we found lunchtime to be louder 
than dinnertime. In the evenings the pace is a little 

gentler, a bit less hectic, and each table is warmed 
and soothed by a votive candle. It’s like being in a 
chapel of food. 

The eminences who have publicly complained of 
late about the stasis and lack of imagination in Cali- 
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Star power: After more than a decade, Universal Cafe still glows brightly. 


fornia cooking are probably overdue for a visit to 
Universal, which sings the songs of the seasons in a 
voice edged with passion. No, there are no foams or 
essences or gelées, no duos or trios of this or that, 
but there is both a simple elegance and a lustiness to 
the food that lingers in the memory. Example: a 
grilled flatbread ($11), basically a pizza with a dar- 
ingly thin crust, was topped with melted leeks, 
broad, thin rounds of salume, and — for me, the 
stroke of genius — blobs of ricotta cheese. Ricotta is 
a close relation of cottage cheese and can seem 
equally bland, but here it acted as a sensuous buffer, 
softening the garlic-salty bite of the cured meat. 
The food is full of these striking little touches: a 
hint of mint, say, in split pea soup with ham ($6); 
slices of ripe persimmon in an arugula salad ($8) 
with those wintertime familiars walnuts, goat cheese, 
and pomegranate seeds; and slivers of endive forming 


stayed their welcome in the frying pan, 
and their hue had passed beyond rich 
gold or bronze to some darker shade 
suggesting they'd been burnt, or nearly 
so. I thought they should have been sent 
back but was overruled and that was the 
end of the matter. 

Beef brisket ($20) was a bit fatty but 
_ sublimely fork-tender, and both the 
_ spaetzle and roasted root vegetables un- 
- derneath (carrots, turnips, parsnips, po- 
tatoes) nearly melted into the meat 
drippings. Another gorgeously simple 
jus was to be found at the bottom of 
| pappardelle ($15) tossed with duck con- 
fit, chanterelles, braised chard, and 
pecorino cheese; although I’ve rarely if 
ever had an unsatisfying plate of pasta, I 
cannot recall one better than this. As for 
dessert: If you believe there can be no 
rival to Delfina’s flawless buttermilk 
panna cotta, check out Universal’s saf- 
fron-scented version. It looks like a crot- 
tin of goat cheese and is presented with 
| pipings of honey and sections of red 
grapefruit. 

At lunch one notes the focaccia, ten- 
| der asa pillow and flecked with herbs. 
| The olive-oil bread serves as the basis 
for some splendid sandwiches, among 
| thema juicy lamb burger ($12.50) em- 
bellished with a pissaladiére-ish combi- 
nation of caramelized onions, goat 
cheese, and braised endive; and grilled 
boneless chicken breast with aioli and 
cole slaw and, on the side, a little heap of 
mixed baby greens with tangy vinai- 
grette (NB “tangy” is code for “they added sugar,’ or 
some other sweetener, which is necessary to balance 
the sourness of the vinegar.) 

Such sandwiches naturally cry out for fries, and 
Universal’s ($5) are perfect: crisp sticks with a bit of 
skin still on some of them and a pot of aioli to dunk 
them in. Beware the scale, however. The immense 
stack (which looks like something beavers might 
have put together) is more than enough for two peo- 
ple, even if they're hungry. At Universal, they won't 
be for long.

An apple a day 


New Year's resolutions is banal 
business, so is pointing this out. | 

will not, then, say we should all re- 
solve not to get fat in the year now 
opening — or, if we are already fat 
(national statistics on this are 
shattering), that we should resolve 
to become less fat. | will say that 
we should keep fat, fatty, and fat- 
tening in mind as we proceed. We 
should be cognizant that America’s 
default setting has slipped to 
“overweight” and that if you are 
not paying attention, if you are just 

_ going with the flow and eating | 
what comes along, you are certain 
to drift toward corpulence. There is 
too much of everything, it’s all too 
cheap, and our society-wide em- 
phasis on quantity rather than 
quality leads much too easily to 
gorging and binge eating, 

“If | like something, | want to eat 
a lot of it,” a friend visiting recently 
from out of town said. She is not 
fat — in fact rather slim — but 
that is probably proof less of self 
contro! than of her not liking all 
that many things. The picky eater, 
though a burr under the saddle of 
the home cook, is naturally insu- 
lated to a degree from the tenden- 
cy to stuff one’s face with whatev- 
er is at hand. 

But nonpicky eaters, those with 
hearty appetites and catholic 
tastes, need not despair. For one 
thing, just because you like the fla- 
vor of something doesn’t mean 
you have to eat it until it doesn’t 
taste good anymore or the carton 
is empty. The genius of the tasting 
menu is that first bites are intense 
bites, and a menu of 8 or 10 first 
bites, served over a leisurely few 
hours, convinces the body that it’s 
eaten more than it has. Of course 
tasting menus are grand, but the 
principle of intelligent variety has 
value even in the modest rhythms 
of everyday cooking: soup, pasta, 
salad, a navel orange for dessert, a 
sip of port — this adds up to five 
experiences on the tongue, if my 
math is to be trusted. 

Water is a surprisingly effective 
muter of hunger pangs. If you are 
tempted to eat a Mounds bar, drink 
a glass of cold water instead. It 
isn't the same, but it does take the - 
edge off. This is particularly impor- 
tant if you are fighting a sugar ad- 

_ diction, which is one of the great — 
unrecognized plagues of our time. 
Apples help too: They are sweet 
and crunchy, and they stay with 
you while you break the sugar 
demon’s hold on your soul. Apples 
in tarte tatin don’t count, sorry.

I opened the book at random and randomly selected a 
selection, and it was good. Let me try again.

the stock exchange, oblivious to something — we know not what because I refuse to 


finish reading that sentence. 


Let’s see, from page 139: “Heidegger is equally radical in dealing with the sense of 


‘true’ involved in the verb ‘is? What is now present presents itself; hence there is no 
presence — no Is — without revelation, or truth.” 

Not bad, not bad. I don’t have a clue what it means, but it does invite me to think, 
rather than fall asleep. What a kick! Starting at the start and reading forward, one 
page at a time, the book is utter toilet paper, trust me. But in my attempt to illustrate 
just how unreadably crappy it is, have stumbled on a way of reading it: by closing 


and opening it randomly, like cutting a deck of cards, and picking out sentences here, 
paragraphs there, phrases and passages willy-nilly. It's my new favorite way to read my 


new favorite book! What Is Existentialism? Black words, purple question mark. 
And | got smart. No thanks to William Barrett. Yes thanks to Pam and Guy, my 
old pals from New Hampshire who are out here house-and-cat-sitting for some 
mutual friends of ours. I got to spend almost a whole day with them, and you can 
only play so many games of cards before you have to have a meaningful conversa- 


tion, Pam is teaching philosophy to high school kids (roughly my level of learning), 


and Guy I believe studied himself some philosophy in college. 

“What is existentialism?” I said. 

And they explained it very very nicely in about 15, 20 minutes, and then Bernie 
came over and we drove to Ocean Beach and walked around and drove down 
Clement Street and ate at my new favorite Thai bistro, Be My Guest, me all the 
while knowing what existentialism was. ‘ 

My new favorite Thai restaurant is not the cheapest place in the world, but they 
do have roast duck larb and what they call “bloody curry,’ which is that red 
coconut curry with roast duck and pineapple I love so much, and it comes with 
“Thai-style” naan ($8.95). Probably the best-deal on the menu. 

But we didn’t get it. 

Did get: sea bass with edamame and ginger sauce served over a pile of spinach. 
It cost a whopping $12.95, but it was so freaking tasty it was probably maybe al- 
most worth it. 

The philosophical vegetarians ordered tofu praram long-song ($7.95), which 


means tofu, spinach, peanut sauce, tofu, spinach, peanut sauce, bridge, chorus, and 
out. I tasted it. Not bad, as tofu goes. They loved it. And also they loved the pump- 


kin curry, which I tried too and didn’t like because I never like pumpkin stuff 
except for seeds. 


And for rice they charge you $2, which they justify by making great rice. Coconut 


rice. Brown rice. Garlic rice. I don’t even know if you can just get plain white rice. 

The atmosphere is cool and clean, with artsy plastic chairs, nice squiggly wood 
walking-stick art, and a really neat-o light bulb cluster-ma-jig. In case you're into 
that sort of thing...

The East Bay’s Isota Records feeds the vinyl evolution. By Ari Messer 


n Anglo-Saxon king’s highest 

wish was to be buried with his 

ship. Despite such highly mus- 

cled wills — the king’s “sup- 

porters” were left without a 
vessel — the Anglo-Saxons decorated 
their vessels, armor, and accou- 
trements with delicately ornate carv- 
ings and clasps; they were invaders of 
great style. 

Isota Records gets its name from 
the mother of cofounder Joseph 
Finlaw’s old friend, but the word isota 
— which has mysterious, ancient 
British origins — is a suitably mythic . 
and crafty moniker for the East Bay 
label. Even with setbacks piling up — 
from the departure of his business 
partner Michael Saltzman (who is 
pursuing screenwriting full-time) to 
the theft of Finlaw’s laptop (which 
stored all of Isota’s files) from his 
Oakland home — the label owner has 
shown only true, umbilical love. Is 
this the love of a crazy father, a wild- 
eyed king? On his 2003 Isota single 
“My Best Friend,” vocalist-gut 
wrencher Gerald Collier sings, 
“Everyone knows / Life can be twist- 
ed / And the weight of it sometimes / 
Can't be lifted.” Isota has been trying 
for the last four years to turn twisted 
life into audible art, but these efforts 


are full of paradoxical urges. 

“T want the label to be successful, 
but I don’t think we can be successful 
without doing things right,” Finlaw 
said in a Berkeley coffee shop on a 
break from his “other” job, helping 
Cory Brown at Absolutely Kosher 
Records. “It goes against itself. It costs 
so much money to do things right. I 
want everyone in the world to know 
Sean Smith, to know Birds of 
America, to feel Nat [Russell’s] art- 
work.” 

This may not be Alan Greenspan’s 
definition of success, but doing things 
right has always been the motivating 
force at Isota, which Saltzman calls “an 
exercise in customer care.” A listener 
once wrote to Finlaw that Birds of 
America’s cringing, wistful “Yes, I 
Know That I Am Free” held him 
together in the wake of 9/11. Such 
feedback keeps him pumping blood 
into Isota, but can a label really sur- 
vive on short moments of positive 
response? : 


The craft 

Isota started with a series of 7-inches. 
Many singles are now collected on the 
Isota Singles Club CD, That disc, while 
a perfect introduction to Isota’s cata- 
log, fails to capture the aesthetic pleas- 


ures of the 7-inch series — thick, 
earthy woodcuts on the sleeves 
(together they make a minimalist 
nature series) and witty, flirty inserts. 
And in many ways, Isota has evolved 
to support what Finlaw calls Russell’s 
“artistic genius.” Birds of America’s 
Russell is now the in-house designer, 
and as a result, Isota’s marketing has a 
quirky simplicity and a trickster’s 
tone. 

Birds of America’s music — Russell 
croons, “If I was your sister, I'd draw 
you a picture,” over watery guitars — 
captures the intimate nature of Isota 
and the “need” that drives it. Maybe 
it’s the way Russell’s songs get inside 
you and live there like stories whis- 
pered in bed. In the meantime, 
Finlaw’s care and devotion are present 
in every release, an intimacy that 
extends into unexpected places. 
Finlaw, for instance, has gone out of 
his way to put out, on vinyl, synth-pop 
masterpieces by New York’s Double 
Agent recording artists the Telescopes 
and My Favorite. Isota released the 
Telescopes’ groundbreaking techno- 
free jazz album Third Wave on vinyl in 
2002, just behind its Double Agent CD 
release, then did the same with My 
Favorite’s sexy, heartbreaking The 
Happiest Days of Our Lives, in 2003. 


Finlaw likes experimental sounds, 
though with a melancholic edge and 
intricate song structure. 


Heavenly sounds 

The singles naturally branched out 
into many genres. Isota released Birds 
of America’s 2001 very lo-fi folk disc, 
“Yes, | Know That I Am Free,” “out of 
necessity,” Finlaw said. Lo-fi is low- 
cost. “But the second single is the 
Fluke Starbucker. They're the 
Heavenly States now. 

“When I found that band, I felt like 
Alan McGee when he found Oasis!” he 
continued. “My musical tastes live in 
the ’90s. I love guitar with good 
melodic sense, male/female vocals.” 
After those lo-fi releases, Finlaw dove 
into highly produced art-loft space- 
pop, with the Whitey on the Moon 
UK (now Department of Eagles) sin- 
gle “Mo Tussin — The EP,” in 2002. 
Isota began doing records in pairs: 
Will Oldham’s gorgeous, distorted “We 
All, Us Three, Will Ride”/”Barcelona,” 
and Colin Gagon’s country-rock 
miniepic “Central Control” in 2002; 
and, in 2003, it put out the.“spooky 
space rock” of the Capsules and Low 
Flying Owls. 

Then came Uberhund’s gutsy 
“Welcome to Hhothh,” still Finlaw’s 
favorite single. Uberhund’s drummer, 
Jay Pellicci, has recorded Deerhoof, the 
undefinable type of band that could 
easily be on Isota. Yet perhaps some- 
thing does tie Isota’s artists together: a 
type of haunting sound with lyrics 
and melodies coming back to the lis- 
tener at unexpected times, whether 
from louder bands like Boyskout 
(2003's “Secrets” is great bike-crashing 
music) and the Black Keys (“Leavin 
Trunk,” 2003) or quieter, twangier, and 
poppier artists such as Gerald Collier 
and Chris T-T (“You Can't Stop the 
Machine,” 2004). 

In the end, Finlaw wanted the sin- 
gles tree to grow bigger than its roots 
could handle. “I really miss the juke- 
box single,” he said giddily. “There was 
a time when we were doing 7-inches 
where I was contacting everybody that 
like. I wanted to put out a jazz single: 
Brian Blade, Brad Mehldau.” He want- 
ed to do a Stella comedy 7-inch, but 
Michael Showalter got too busy. “I 
wondered about doing limited press- 
ings of Beyoncé’s “Crazy in Love’... 
but I don’t think that most people 
who run independent labels have 
tastes that are in the pop realm as 
much as mine,” he added. The major- 
pop and jazz labels ignored him. 

In its attempt to turn Finlaw’s 
scattered tastes into something other 
people can understand, the label has 
evolved into more of an experiment 


‘than a business. He confessed Isota

“But the people who 
got back to us really loved what we 
did. It’s important to offer these out 
on vinyl to the people who need 
them, me being one of them,” he said 
with a laugh.

Yet Isota is evolving. In 2005 the label 
focused on co-issuing vinyl by non- 
Isota artists and releasing new CDs by 
its own Birds of America, Sean Smith, 
Uberhund, and Remote Islands, with 
new releases by Birds of America, 
Department of Eagles, and guitarist— 


: dream weaver Sean Smith expected in 


2006. Highlighting the co-issuing phase 
in 2005 has been a string of beautifully 
produced Isota vinyl releases licensed 
from Berkeley’s Orange Twin Records: 
Neutral Milk Hotel mastermind Jeff 
Mangum’ Live at Jittery Joes and Major 
Organ.and the Adding Machine's 
eponymous album (featuring Elephant 
6 artists) and the rerelease of the self- 
titled ’60s gem Elyse. Mangum and 
Elyse share a raw folk sound, some- 
where between screaming and singing 
out their hearts. Major Organ’s experi- 
mental underwater organ, jittery yelps, 
and truly broken beats are also raw in 
their own late-night way. 

Why has Finlaw given so much time 
and energy into putting the pure 
product back in the vinyl junkies’ line- 
of-sight? “I think there’s still a little bit 
in everybody that wants to own some- 
thing,” he said. “The vinyl is like a big 
canvas ... I think it sounds better — 
there’s a magical quality.’ This I-love-it- 
so-I-do-it attitude is working: Isota is 
starting to reach the public radar. The 
Mangum release sold out its first press- 
ing in less than three weeks, and at the 
same time, the label is making an 
imprint in an industry that Finlaw criti- 
cizes for releasing “flimsy” vinyl. When 
Oldham’s 7-inch sold out on the first 
day, Finlaw asked for a repress “because I 
couldn't live with these 7-inches going 
for $90 on eBay. I want the vinyl to be 
available.” 

Still, some releases are hardly noticed. 
Author Rick Moody’s 2004 spoken word 
album on Isota, Rick Moody and One Ring 
Zero, with the McSweeney's house band 
One Ring Zero, “didn’t sell that well,” 
Finlaw said, but “Mike thinks that ... 50 
years down the road, people will look 
back on Rick Moody as the Hemingway 
of our time. We do things that we love ... 
if they're artifacts, that’s fine.” 

Isota balances between urgent indie 
pop and sound art, which is a feat 
because both aspects can alienate peo- 
ple. Moody speaks with such urgency — 
in the Deep Purple tribute “Metal” he 
spits out, “certain foods, certain ideas of 
food, made me think I was gonna throw 
up ... everything was about throwing up 

.. though I was also terrified of being 
alone when I vomited” — that if it 
weren't for One Ring Zero’s lounge-jazz- 
meets-radio-drama backing horns, lis- 
teners might be scared away. And then 
where would we run? **

War of the infomercials, round one 


Victory may be fleeting, but bad infomercials and the strange stars 
behind them are timeless — or at least they seem to live forever on 
TV. This week, Trash pits two minor legends of the field against one 
another in a battle to see who is the strangest. The amazing contest- 
ants are: John Basedow, “fitness celebrity” and creator of Fitness Made 
Simple and Dr. Michael Ho, inventor of the Dr. Ho Muscle Massage 
System and star of Dr. Ho Now. 


Worst haircut: This category is fiercely competitive, with Basedow’s 
Jamie-Lee-Curtis-in—Perfect "do challenged by Ho’s sideburn-free 
upswept brush cut — the kind of hair that could polish floors. 
Nonetheless, Basedow emerges triumphant through a last-minute addi- 
tion of orange highlights. And you thought hair wasn’t frosted anymore! 

Oddest product: Basedow is just another workout merchant — Jack La 
Lanne’s femme grandson selling a plan. Ho, on the other hand, has creat- 
ed a vaguely torturelike electric massage device that makes spray-on hair 
seem plain and your average ab belt look completely unimaginative. The 
winner? Ho, of course. 

Best theme song: Basedow has this one won by a mile. The perky, 
synth-string disco anthem “Fitness Made Simple” includes such great 
couplets as “Here’s John Basedow / He’s gonna show you how.” Rumor 
has it Cole Porter was dug up to pen this gem. 

Most quotable: Ho’s infomercial is a gold mine of bizarre quips. An 
example: “Look at my toes. Look at them. Whoah. Look at that! Ah. My 
toes are saying, ‘Thank you. Thank you for that great massage.” Go to 
infomercial.tvheaven.com/dr-ho.htm for a full roundup of Ho quotes. 

Spookiest cultlike adulation: Another category that is tough to call. 
Basedow’s commercials show he has a talent for turning relatively normal- 
looking fitness buffs into veiny, bulbous creatures. Ho’s acolytes tend to be 
swimsuit models with glazed eyes and panicky smiles. Because neither 
leader’s “charisma” has reached Marshall Applewhite proportions quite 
yet, let’s say it’s a draw. 

Bonus Internet hoax category: Earlier this year, word spread that 
Basedow had drowned in the 
Indian Ocean tsunami, forcing 
Basedow’s Web site to post an 
official statement to the con- 
trary. No Ho hoaxes have yet 
come to light. 

Overall weirdness winner: 
Prone to the kind of enthusi- 
asm you find in people who 
have a semiautomatic jammed 
into their spine, Ho — who 
makes Rachael Ray seem sedat- 
ed — puts up a strong fight.

Tiebreaker 


Woody Allen takes love and death to the courts 
in Match Point. By Johnny Ray Huston 


talian opera is paired with those 

Windsor-font credits that Woody 

Allen has made a trademark at the 

beginning of Match Point — just the 

first of many ironic instances in 
which the humane warmth of Verdi is 
used to frame the cold-blooded, if also 
tragic, social climbing of ex-tennis pro 
Chris Wilton (Jonathan Rhys-Meyers). 
Scarcely 10 minutes into the movie, 
Wilton is already at Covent Garden, 
home of Callas’s greatest performance 
as Violetta, watching a performance of 
La Traviata while his meal ticket, a plain 
girl named Chloe (Emily Mortimer), 
watches him. 

As the story unfolds, Caruso will cry 
more than once, yet opera isn’t the 
dominant thematic backdrop of Allen’s 
ballyhooed and BBC-approved trip to 
England. Neither is Russian literature 
(though Wilton is briefly glimpsed read- 
ing Crime and Punishment) or drama 
(even if a heavy-handed scene late in the 
film brings back a chorus of the dead 
for quasi-Chekhovian effect). Instead, 
Allen takes his title, the film’s signature 
image of a ball floating back and forth 
across a net, and his core conceit — that 
stupid luck outweighs good or evil — 
from tennis. 

In mining the sport’s nuanced cine- 
matic possibilities, Allen is far from 
alone. The last few years have brought 
the Bjorn Borg—like meltdown angst of 
Richie Tenenbaum and, more recently, 
the Donnay-swinging divorce antics of 
The Squid and the Whale’s Berkman 
family — the younger son of that clan a 
Vitas Gerulaitis fan. Look elsewhere, my 
brother, and you'll find comparatively 
clueless recent ventures such as the 
embarrassing Wimbledon, which — 
with the “help” of digitally altered tennis 
balls — tries to reward Paul Bettany’s 
character with the tournament triumph 


Tim Henman has never managed, while 
also begging one to believe in Kirsten 
Dunst as a top female athlete. Talk 
about a blinkered vision of charisma; it’s 
as if Rafael Nadal and the Williams sis- 
ters never happened. 

Allen’s been guilty of more than his 
own fair share of whitewashing, but 
moving through a similar British 
milieu, he’s quick to see that his main 
character embodies the formidable 
wrong-turn potential of washed-up ath- 
leticism rather than the return of the 
great WASP hope. One could say Chris 
Wilton was a has-been if he wasn’t more 
of a never-was — a bit like Farley 
Granger's politically minded tennis pro 
in Strangers on a Train possessed by 
Robert Walker's murderous impulses. 
Ripley Serves might be an alternate title 
for the story of the Irish Wilton, who 
sees Chloe as a money mine, and strug- 
gling American actress Nola Rice 
(Scarlett Johansson) as his real lust, if 
not love. Unfortunately, Nola is engaged 
to Chloe’s affable brother, Tom 
(Matthew Goode), and quicker than 
you can say — or read — Henry James 
or Theodore Dreiser, the whole affair 
becomes dangerous. - 

Wedding the gruff line readings of an 
aged Ava Gardner with the curves of 
Marilyn Monroe, Johansson is most def- 
initely a movie star — and thus the 
standout in a long line of recent Allen 
ingénues — though her acting is by no 
means a rival to her allure. As a tennis 
player, Rhys-Meyers is about as convinc- 
ing as Bettany; in an early scene that 
pairs him with Goode’s Tom, it looks as 
if the pupil could give the teacher a les- 
son in form. But as a covetous creep, 
Rhys-Meyers is adept at tightrope-walk- 
ing the top of the net separating a view- 
er’s sympathy from disgust. Some of 
Match Point's queasy-peak moments 


d tennis pro Chris Wilton (Jonathan Rhys-Meyers) take a

come from the immersive way Remi 
Adefarasin’s cinematography shadows 
Wilton as he slithers through the rooms 
of the rich, alternating between wonder 
and discomfort while yearning to call 
such trappings home. After the bland 
atmospherics of so many recent Allen 
films, it’s hard to believe these sequences 
are the work of the same director. 

Yet it might be an overstatement to 
say that Match Point is his best movie 
since Crimes and Misdemeanors, its 
most obvious counterpart in the Allen 
library. Once upon a time, Allen was 
mocked whenever he became more 
somber, as when the gallery of East 
Coast grumps in Interiors tried to 
bring Bergman to the Hamptons. The 
long string of trifles before Match 
Point makes it seem weightier than it is 
when, really, the rude and unapologet- 
ically American Deconstructing Harry 
is at least as creatively lively. At times, 
Allen’s screenplay is wince-inducing, 
particularly when Chris and Nola’s 
courtship begins over Ping-Pong (a 
jarring tonal shift in order to nod to A 
Place in the Sun), when the aforemen- 
tioned Chekhovian guilt sequence 
stomps on potential subtlety, and 
when the narrative clunks to a not-so- 
clever twist conclusion. 

By far the most intriguing and effec- 
tive aspect of Match Point is the bleak, 
fatalistic ricochet effect created by the 
rare lack of an obvious Allen surrogate 
amongst the quartet of young leads. 
For one thing, it draws attention to 
some major-league misogyny, mostly 
played out via Chloe’s incessant beg- 
ging for a baby and the shrewishness 
of her mom (Eleanor Hewett). But if 
any director ever begged for reviewers 
to subject him to armchair analysis, it’s 
Allen, and the lack of an obvious sur- 
rogate may just be a ruse — he likely 
identifies more than a little with 
Wilton. Damn the consequences, 
Match Point’s antihero decides. It’s.a 
matter of degree whether the conse- 
quences — and the film — wind up 
damning him, **

An adventurous boy 
comes of age in 

the gentle Duma.

Have cat, will travel: Duma’s Xan (Alex Michaeletos) burns rubber with his furry sidekick. 


ust when you thought the 
year of the wildlife documen- 
tary was over, with all those 
penguins and grizzly bears 
safely tucked into their DVD 
cases, along comes Duma, the sweet 
tale of a boy who journeys across 
South Africa to return his pet chee- 
tah to the wild. Duma isn’t a doc 
(though it is based on a true story), 
but it’s firmly in the kid-friendly 
tradition of director Carroll 
Ballard’s previous films The Black 
Stallion and Fly Away Home. He 
also directed Never Cry Wolf, an 
acclaimed example of the nature- 
made-me-a-better-man story. 

On a more wholesome planet, 
Ballard’s style of animal filmmaking 
for young audiences would be prevail 
— not, as reality has it, the method 
that involves copious CGI, the droll 
voice of Bill Murray, and tie-in toys 
tucked into Happy Meals. Smaller 
tykes who're expecting Madagascar- 
type shenanigans and song stylings 
may be less than impressed, but older 
children (and their parents, as well as 
anyone without spawn who happens 
to enjoy a beautifully shot nature 
yarn) will have no trouble warming 
to Duma’s charms. 

Right off the bat, it goes for the 
kill, trotting out a pack of fuzzy- 
wuzzy cheetah cubs. When Mama 
Cheetah is offed by a passing lion, the 
babies are left mewling and aban- 
doned. One tiny furball runs for the 
highway, where he’s scooped up by 
12-year-old South African Xan 
(Alexander Michaeletos), who just 
happens to be zooming by with his 
father, Peter (Campbell Scott). Since 
Xan’s farm-dwelling kin, including 
mom Kristin (Hope Davis), are spon- 


taneous, critter-loving types (note the 
chuckling parrot that lives in their 
kitchen), they name the foundling 
Duma (Swahili for cheetah), and he 
promptly becomes the equivalent of a 
family dog. Er, who knew cheetahs 
could play soccer? 

But while the sight of a cheetah 
lounging in a deck chair is pretty 
adorable, Duma is, in no uncertain 
terms, a movie that exists to teach its 
young human hero a Very Important 
Lesson. As Xan’s voice-over explains 
— mostly for the benefit of wee view- 
ers, as grown-ups can tell from Scott’s 
nuanced acting — Dad gets sick and 
recovers only briefly before the worst 
happens. Peter’s tender suggestion to 
Xan that Duma be returned to the 
mountains where the pair first spot- 
ted him is brushed aside as Kristin . 
reluctantly tells Xan they must leave 
their beloved home and move to 
Johannesburg. After a brief kitty-in- 
the-city interlude — which includes 
Duma’s most cheesily Hollywood 
moment, involving the cheetah and a 
pack of schoolyard bullies — the 
movie's real narrative begins, as the 
boy and his ever-purring companion 
hit the road, intent on bringing 
Peter’s plan to fruition. 

Of course, neither boy nor chee- 
tah is especially well equipped for 
the journey. “Do you even know 
what wild means?” Xan asks Duma, 
who is portrayed as an adult by sevy- 
eral different felines (all of them 
flesh-and-blood; first-time thespian 
and real-life South African farm boy 


” Michaeletos was cast partially 


because he was so comfortable 
around big cats). In the desert the 
duo encounters Rip (Oz’s Eamonn 
Walker), a drifter of uncertain 


intentions who offers to guide them 
partway. 

As the trek intensifies — shades of 
1993’s A Far Off Place, also about a 
perilous African quest, starring a very 
young Reese Witherspoon — Kristin 
frets back home while all the travelers 
find themselves transforming into 
stronger beings: Xan learns to cope 
with his father’s death; Rip, an ex- 
con, finds moral redemption; and 
Duma — well, he learns how to hunt 
his own dinner, for one thing. Along 
the way, pretty much every creature 
you're expecting to see in a movie like 
this shows face: hippos, elephants, 
crocodiles, giraffes, lions, wild boars, 
zebras, rhinos, hyenas, bush babies, 
and poachers (technically unseen, but 
accounted for) — not to mention 
snooty tourists on safari. 

By the time the Peter Gabriel track 
kicks in over the end credits, Xan’s 
crucial lesson has been learned (along 
with some other potentially useful 
skills, such as how to keep lurking 
lions from attacking by building a fire 
in a thunderstorm). Ballard spreads 
the cheese very thinly, though — the 
catharsis at the end is certainly 
deserved after all the adventure that 
precedes it. Duma may not attain 
classic status, a la The Black Stallion 
or Born Free, or rack up as much 
dough as March of the Penguins, but 
it’s a refreshing change of pace from 
much mainstream, intelligence- 
insulting kiddie fare: not a fart joke 
for miles, and about as far from 
Garfield 2 (yep, coming June 2006) as 
an animal-centric movie can get. *

Voluptuous horror 


Wangechi Mutu harnesses the power of violence and beauty. By Glen Helfand

that delve into both beauty and horror. 


he room has an odor some- 
where between those of vinegar 
and yeast. It’s a comforting 
scent, yet one that suggests 
something has gone bad. 

Smell, as we're often told, is the 
most powerful memory trigger, and so 
encountering this complex perfume 
will invariably provoke intense associ- 
ations. The gallery is visually domi- 
nated by three antique New England 
chairs with tall legs, extensions grafted 
on to create what seem like thrones 
with spindly spider appendages. 
Above them, where the head of a seat- 
ed person might be, are bottles sus- 
pended from the ceiling. They slowly 
emit single drops of wine that filter 
through the chair seats and create 


expressionistic splatters on the floor, 
along with that unmistakable smell. 

For those who have become famil- 
iar with Wangechi Mutu’s artwork = 
insistent, dazzling collages that have 
quickly entered international museum 
collections in places like the Museum 
of Contemporary Art in Los Angeles 
and Chicago, New York City’s 
Museum of Modern Art, and the San 
Francisco Museum of Modern Art and 
have been published in glossy maga- 
zines — these sculptures come as a 
pleasant surprise. In her powerful 
“New Work” exhibition at SFMOMA, 
the artist offers concrete evidence of 
her skill at creating images and envi- 
ronments that conjure both beauty 
and horror. 


A bloody mess 

Mutu, 33, was born and raised in 
Nairobi, Kenya, and moved to New 
York in the mid-1990s to study anthro- 
pology. She later studied sculpture at 
Yale, where she earned her MFA. In 
person, Mutu is wonderfully articulate 
and poised: She considers questions 
seriously but is not above punctuating 
her explanations with an occasional 
self-effacing smile. Her winning man- 
ner has a way of making it clear that 
the horrific elements of her pieces are 
very consciously tempered with wit 
and a rich sense of beauty. 

Her work is also quite focused on 
images of women and violence. Her 
female figures are constructed with a 
colorful range of elements snipped 


from glossy porn publications (which 
feature, she’s stated, the most realistic 
depictions of brown skin), fashion rags 
(in all the alluring tones of this season’s 
cosmetics), and newsmagazines. The 
intricate interplay of these elements is 
used in the service of creating lush 
landscapes and characters engaged in 
struggles that often result in blossom- 
ing spurts of blood, which take a few 
moments to comprehend. Mutu has an 
impressive facility for representing the 
complex, ambiguous range of issues 
that arise from powerful actions. 

“There are elements and references 
to violence, but my work is not about 
violence,” she explains with a British- 
tinted accent. “It concerns what brings 
about violence and ideas of power — 
female power, how history is pro- 
scribed or worked out on the bodies 
of women.” 

In the case of her SFMOMA installa- 
tion The Chief’s Lair Is a Bloody Mess, 
it also plays out on the walls of the 
institution. The two collages extend 
beyond the boundaries of their sur- 
faces: Images of gunshots are expressed 
in a splatter of blood-red pigment that 
sprays off the picture plane and onto 
the white gallery wall. Even more 
impressive is an architectural installa- 
tion composed of small gouges, resem- 
bling gunshot holes and festering 
wounds made directly in the massive 
gallery wall. As Mutu exposed the 
internal plaster, she tinted it red, creat- 
ing fleshy shapes that fan out like a 
constellation. 

The artist offers that these works are 
inspired by war-ravaged walls in places 
like Pakistan, Iraq, and Sarajevo, but 
while discussing her work, she also 
readily acknowledges her observant 
perspective as an immigrant living in 
the United States, post-9/11. 

“One of the things I’ve noticed 
about living in the States is that people 
rarely see true images of places where 
brutality is played out on civilian lives, 
places where it’s not just a war between 
soldiers or people who want to be vio- 
lent,” she says. “People assume it’s 
someone else’s responsibility to fix 
things —a leader can sit on his seat 
and tell people to go out and fight the 
wars they have created.” 

In creating this installation, she 
continues, “I position myself as a vio- 
lator, a person who destroys. There’s 
something horribly satisfying about 
it. Institutional walls become my 
playground, my place of transgres- 
sion. People have to clean up after 
you. You don’t just put out negativity 
and create havoc in the world. It’s a 
cycle that comes around. Someone 
has to come around to heal the wall. 


. And it takes a lot to repair — perhaps 


more than it does for me to create 
them. It’s also creating that cycle of 
responsibility that’s part of the per- 
formance of this piece.” 

Fittingly, Mutu acknowledges chore- 
ographers Pina Bausch and Bill T. 
Jones among her inspirations. “They're 


people who use the body as a lan- 
guage,” she adds. “Nonverbal, visual 
means of communicating ideas I care 
about.” She also nods to scientists, 
environmentalists, and feminist 
activists as her mentors. 


In her head 

In discussing the exhibition’s center- 
piece, a large 2005 collage titled Bloody 
Head Games, Mutu comes across as 
nothing if not responsible. She has 
well-articulated, clearly thought-out 
rationales and inspirations for her 
images and admits to having a 
“Catholic-obsessed mind.” That per- 
spective stems from attending Catholic 
school, an education redolent with 
darkly glamorous and grisly images of 
martyrs and saints — of “people drink- 
ing puss, holy things that made humble 
characters larger than life.” Likewise, 
the collage depicts a powerful female 
whose stance combines Jesus on the 
crucifix with a warrior who poses with 
her feet atop her bounty: four decapi- 
tated male heads. 

“She's got a stance I’ve seen in hun- 
dreds of photographs in Kenya — men 
putting a leg on the head of their prey,” 
Mutu says. “It’s sad — they're usually 
big animals. I wanted to have that 
image of triumph and arrogance.” Yet, 
like all her work, those troublesome 
attributes are further complicated by 
the lushness of their rendering. 

And Mutu is rightfully proud of her 
creation. “I think she’s gorgeous — 
even though she is a murderess,” she 
says with a friendly laugh, %

| woke up on the wrong side of 
the bed / I was under it.” 

With that simple twist on a 
common phrase, Bill Cameron 
invites you into the dreamy, 

sun-filled attic inhabited by his San _ 
Francisco band, the Winechuggers. 

Lurking beneath the sweet timbre of 
Cameron’s voice, however, are lyrical 
hints of resignation, loss, and worry. 

“My songs are like that because I 
spend a lot of my time worrying about 
shit,’ Cameron says with a laugh. At 
this moment it looks like Cameron’s 
Potrero Hill living room has also fallen 
prey to creeping worry — this time in 
the form of an invading neighborhood 
cat that has snuck in his back door. 
After a few distracted trips across the 
living room, Cameron is satisfied that 
he has contained the situation and set- 
tles back into his armchair, relieved. 
“He’s a hellion,” he warns. 

Having warded off all invasive ani- 
mals, he refocuses on relating the wind- 
ing tale of the Winechuggers and his 
own life history. Cameron was raised in 
Indiana and cut his musical teeth in 
Chicago, where he was in the groups 
Brown Betty and Emperor Penguin. In 
1995 he also began to write quieter, 
moodier music for a project that exist- 
ed primarily in his head and on four- 
track recordings. “I was writing songs 
that weren't right for a rock band,” 
Cameron says. “So I started recording 
this stuff for the hell of it.” One EP and 
several intrastate jumps later, Cameron 
has completed the Winechuggers’ 
debut, Grand Rapids (Arena Rock). And 
local listeners like Brian Brophy, editor

of Mesh magazine, have taken notice. 
“They're of one of those bands that, 
because they live in SF and because of 
the type of music they make, don’t 
seem to get as much attention as some 
of the trendier bands, and they really 
deserve it,” Brophy explains. “The music 
that I’ve heard from them live is incred- 
ible. It’s also really fascinating that some 
of the songs are 10 years old.” 


Cranky records 

The’story of the Winechuggers in their 
current form begins with the road trip 
that brought Cameron to San Francisco 
in 2001. “I’m the kind of person who, 
wherever I live, I’m going to complain,” 
he says. The self-effacing songwriter 
mocks his previous disdain of Chicago, 
which encompassed everything from 
the weather to people’s accents, before 
admitting his complaints were mostly 
unfounded. “I’m a crotchety dude. I 
had to move all the way across the 
country before I finally realized that my 
problems are because of me, not 
because of where | live.” 

Personality quirks notwithstanding, 
that move landed Cameron a band he 
really enjoys playing with, and one that 
materialized naturally. “Michael 
[Cormier, formerly of Milk Chopper] 
started working at my job. We really hit 
it off. Then I met his wife, Ashley 
[Adams, bass player for the late local 
band Zmrzlina]. Not long after that, 
Greg from Arena Rock got in touch. 
There was a nice — what would you 
say — confluence. Everything was hap- 
pening at the right time.” The recent 
addition of drummer Charlie Knote 


rounded out the quartet. 

In spite of these strokes of luck and 
timing, optimism is obviously not part 
of the Winechugger credo: A spin 
through the tracks on Grand Rapids 
reveals songs that are bittersweet and 


claustrophobic. For every alluring vocal , 


nod to Mark Eitzel, there is a sharp- 
edged swipe of a lyric that makes the 
listener recede in caution. The barroom 
piano rag “Long Circuitous Path” is an 
anthem for the frustrated musician 
trapped in a cubicle. “We were on a 
long circuitous path / Not enough 
music / Too much math,” Cameron 
sings wryly. 

“I was spending all my time sitting in 
a cubicle. So it all felt like math — 
commuting to and from work,” he says, 
then pauses and considers. “I’m in a 
different cubicle now. It’s a mixed bless- 
ing.” Grand Rapids, however, isn’t all 
about hapless office types bemoaning 
their fate. Another song, “Pharmacists 
of the Sun,” is propelled by guitars 
straight out of Big Star’s “Sister Lovers,” 
and honey-whipped singing to make 
Joe Pernice swoon. Throw in layers of 
fuzzbox and distorted vocals and you 
have just the kind of heady solar-pow- 
ered trip the track title implies. 

Cameron also finds inspiration in 
somewhat less classy cultural land- 
marks on’his quest to bring the listener 
to him. In the acoustic and hilariously 
painful “Walk of Shame,” we get ring- 
side seats to the scene of someone wak- 
ing up in a stranger's apartment and 
finding his way home. “I could not 
recall her name / It was Kelly / Or 
Shelley / Or something.” 


It’s a perfectly awful city moment 
wrapped with a perfectly succinct, spare 
melody. But in keeping with Cameron’s 
sense of pathos, and lest we consider the 
protagonist a total cad, he lets us know, 
“T feel last night in my back and knees / 
Said I wasn't going to do this again.” 


‘Hurrah for life’ 
Cameron's comments are peppered with 
gentle jabs at the Midwestern roots that 
probably steer his straight-shooting lyri- 
cal concerns. A conversation that 
digresses into specialty microbrews 
makes him exclaim, “In Indiana you'd 
get your ass kicked for drinking raspber- 
ry beer: ‘You fairy, what are you drinkin’ 
that raspberry beer for? I'll kill you!” 
Speaking of libations, it’s that preoc- 
cupation — and sense of humor — 
that spawned the group’s moniker. “I 
didn’t even drink wine for the longest 
time,” he explains. “But I guess I 
thought: Bacchus, god of wine, spirit of 
revelry. I thought it was funny to have 
these really depressing, sad songs and to 
call it a “Hurrah for Life!’ band.” 
Cameron leans forward and divulges 
a final selling point: “I realized if I put 
Winechuggers into a search engine, I’m 
only going to find stuff about my band. 
If my band was called Happy Mondays, 
you'd get all kinds of shit about happi- 
ness and Mondays and calendars. That’s 
an unexpected benefit.” %

Gonna wrap 
you up 


here’s a depressing trend in clubland. While DJing has always involved an 

unavoidable presence of the schmooze factor (i.e., even if you have mad skills, 

you still have to kiss some promoter ass to get booked), recent developments 

have seen people getting gigs as “DJs” solely due to their social status. Not only 

do these people have absolutely no mixing skills, they think that putting to- 
gether a set that sounds like a nightmare compendium of drunken requests to a 
wedding DJ is somehow cool. 

Of course this is a uniquely American affair, and if you want to take refuge from 
some B-list celeb dropping Kool and the Gang’s “Celebration” with an ironic wink, 
you can easily do so via any one of a 
number of mix CDs from the London 
club Fabric. With a catalog that has 
just passed the two-dozen mark re- 
garding both its namesake series of 
compilations and its collection of sets 
recorded in the club itself, Fabric is a 
welcome reminder that many people 
actually respect skill and taste behind 
the decks, as evidenced by the last two 
installments of the Fabric Live series. 
Fabric Live 23: Death in Vegas show- 
cases a set from DIV man Richard 
Fearless. By focusing on creating a 
solid performance that mutates only 
within certain stylistic confines, Fear- 
less is able to drop some choice bombs that trigger ripples in neighboring tracks, 
creating a compilation with way more energy than any yard-sale crate-digger’s 
dream. That’s not to say that 23 doesn’t have its share of surprises — when’s the last 
time you heard the lurching 1981 prototechno of Cybotron’s “Alleys of Your Mind” 
dropped in a set that also features “Pele Bloss” from electro/acid flavor-of-the- 
moment Whignomy Brothers? 

While the fade in to “Alleys of Your Mind” is a bit abrupt (and none of the transi- 
tions here are particularly noteworthy), the tracks work perfectly in warping the bor- 
ders around Fearless’s vision of dirty and disturbed dance music. Pairs of tracks from 
Ghostly International’s Solvent and Canadian wunderkind Mathew Jonson, includ- 
ing his burbling techno “Typerope,’ are standouts, while four of Death in Vegas’s own 
songs — ranging from the beatless, bad-trip test-tone echoes of “Natja” to the 
pounding, off-kilter acid rub of “Reigen” — further Fearless’s agenda of proving 
dance music doesn’t have to be joyful, happy, or pretty to be damn good fun. 

Florida escapee Diplo takes a different approach on Fabric Live 24, embracing his 
eclectic tastes to drop a set that bounces from freestyle to baile funk to grime to, uh, 
the Cure’s “Love Song” mixed in to OutKast’s “B.O.B.” While Diplo’s programming, 
at first blush, might appear perilously close to the iPod shuffle approach espoused by 
many so-called “indie DJs,” he not only has some serious turntable skills but also 
avoids resorting to any tired ironic stance — and boy obviously knows his tunes. 

When Diplo decides to take a step into the past, he may choose a surefire crowd- 
pleaser like Yazoo’s “Situations,” but it follows Cybotron’s “Clear” (the track Missy 
jacked for “Lose Control”), and a minute later, he’s back in ’80s Detroit for Model 
500’s “Nightdrive.” No amateurs are going to come up with pairing the queasy wheeze - 
of Aphex Twin’s “Windowlicker” and the jacking Chicago house of Cajmere’s “Percola- 
tor,’ nor are they going to be able to know that the latter fits perfectly with the latest 
from the Freerange/Front Room camp — “This Is Sick” by Solid Groove —a track 
that eerily echoes the Aphex Twin number in its breakdown. 

Diplo’s mix works well on so many levels that it’s a virtual lesson in the different 
roles a DJ can play: He’s simultaneously introducing new cuts (baile funk tracks 
like Gaiola Das Popozudas’s “O Darcy”), pointing out the links between old ones 
(Debbie Deb to Hashim to Model 500), and showing off his skills with scratches 
and a cappella mixes (he self-referentially pairs M.1.A’s “Bucky Done Gone” with 
his own “Way More”). 

Most important, Diplo keeps your ass jiggling all the while. While he may now 
be an underground celebrity, partly due to his partner M.I.A. and partly due to 
some savvy marketing on his own part, dude knows what he’s doing behind the 
decks, and he’s earned his spot there. Promoters eager to book the latest buzz-wor- 
thy name with a few CDs and a set of headphones would do well to follow Fabric’s 
lead and pay attention to those who actually are able to rock a party. The dance 
floor will thank them. #

Someone get Julian Casablancas ulcer 
medication. It's easy to imagine him seated 
at a massive window in a spiffy New York 
apartment watching the rain come down 
and trying to put chords together on a gui- 
tar as the pressure to finally evolve his 
band’s sound twists knots in his gut. Since 
Casablancas’s second stroke, Room on 
Fire, proved to be pretty similar to his first 
(though almost as good), the poor boy has 
had quite a burden on his brain: Are he and 
his prep-school buddies great rock ’n’ 
rollers or just good ones? Will the Strokes 
take a masterful step this time around or 
simply turn out /s This It l/P 

Cleverly, the question fuels the band’s 
latest album, First Impressions of Earth, on 
which Casablancas often seems to be won- 
dering aloud whether his privileged moping 
will be good enough for the history books. 
He solemnly repeats that he's “got nothing 
to say” on the think piece “Ask Me Any- 
thing” until he seems to resign himself to 
vacancy, growing cheerful as he realizes 
he’s just used it to write a chorus. In the 
fiery “15 Minutes,” Casablancas screams 
tellingly: “Everybody at the party shouldn't 
worry if I’m there / Everybody at the party 
shouldn't worry what they wear / ‘Cause 
today they'll talk about us, and tomorrow 
they won't care.” 

Largely because their vocalist has been 
cured of his once-omnipresent mumble and 
can now belt out natural ache along with 
poetic neurosis, the Strokes have managed 
to prove themselves with /mpressions. 
Their sound hasn’t been transformed — 
again, the corners are chiseled, the 
changes refined, and the textures upgraded 
by pop all-star David Kahne and same-old 
Strokes man Gordon Raphael. The duo in- 
spire a team effort to instrumentally back 
up Casablancas’s unidirectional intensity: 
Guitarist Albert Hammond goes shredder,

Who could have predicted, back when the mere mention of their name 
was enough to upset radio programmers, that the Dead Kennedys 
would join the craze of using anniversary celebrations as an excuse for 
_ elaborate, expanded editions of classic LPs? Jello Biafra’s voice is all 

over the foundation-laying hardcore on the CD half of this package, but 
he declined to be interviewed for the 55-minute DVD “making of” doc- 
umentary that serves as the bonus disc. But that’s no surprise: He and 
the rest of band sued each other just a few years ago, and only two of 
the DKs, East Bay Ray and Klaus Flouride, participated in the film 

Yet just as Biafra’s electrocution-vibrato vocals dominate anti-fee!- 
good punk anthems like “Kill the Poor,” “California Uber Alles,” and 
“Holiday in Cambodia” on the album, so his very absence casts an 
overwhelming shadow over the documentary. It’s nothing like the trav- 
esty of, say, DK reunion shows sans Biafra (which they've done, of 


bassist Nick Valensi goes goth (making 
“Juicebox” gloomily clumsy), and drummer 
Fab Moretti tosses his once-mechanical 
heart to match the confusion and change 
in the lyrics. So Casablancas, forget about 
reputation and distrust all notions of great- 
ness: Obsessing — rather than revolution- 
izing — is what the Strokes do best.

Chad VanGaalen 
Infiniheart (Sub Pop) 


Just as Jessica Rabbit can’t help that she 
was drawn like a vixen, Chad VanGaalen 
can’t help that he sounds like Neil Young. 
I’m sure he’s tried to sound like Joe Cocker, 
Ray Charles, or Clay Aiken, but to no avail. 
That arrow-sharp quiver, that angel-haired 
and ethereal falsetto, never sleeps — it’s 
his fate and fortune to huff, puff, and ache 
like his Canadian musical kin — and that 
voice persists through most of the wonder- 
ful homemade tracks on /nfiniheart, 
whether the backing sounds ring with Mod- 
est Mouse—like bucolic briskness (“Clinical- 
ly Dead”), noodle and bleat with Sonic 
Youthful retuned, modal monkey business 
and glitchy-and-scratchy beats (“Kill Me in 
My Sleep”), or clatter like a junkyard mas- 
sive of sampled dog barks, tin-can gamelan 
clang, and fuzzed thud (“J.C.'s Head on the 
Cross”). Imagine Young coming up with a 
suede-fringed laptop in a post-’90s Alter- 
native Nation — like Shaky, VanGaalen is 
intent on putting that seraphic wheeze 
through its paces, finding it an infinitely 
flexible instrument. 

Did | mention that this archetypal bed- 
room rocker made the majority of these 
songs — about stoned dads, cats getting 
eaten by coyotes, and Philip Dick—like 
human farming scenarios — in the fertile 
confines of his sleeping quarters, suppos- 
edly on a mere four tracks, over the past 
decade? Bet Young never had to do that. 

Still, home-recordists are everywhere, 
feeding the current singer-songwriter 
stampede (dance between those lo-fi, low- 
flying teardrops). VanGaalen, nonetheless, 
vaults beyond any hamstrung feats of tech- 
nical derring-do with his sheer knack for 
writing tunes that are less catchy than con- 
tagious. His best songs, like “After the Af- 
terlife,” possess a feverish, tubercular 
beauty that sticks in the craw like a glisten- 
ing, iridescent sickness. “With all the points 
of glowing light / And all the panes of mir- 
rored glass /| don’t have to look at you /| 
can stare at your reflection instead ...You 
don’t know me / But!’d like to build us a 
home in the trees,” he spookily croaks in 


course). His two bandmates speak about the gestation of both 
band and LP with humor and virtually without bitterness. There 
are also chats with close associates like Biafra's ex-wife 
Ninotchka, Mabuhay Gardens promoter Dirk Dirksen, engineer 
Oliver DiCicco, and their manager, Chi Chi. If nothing else, it re- 
veals how much effort went into the mixing of the record (a lot 
more than you might think) and how their knack for getting into 
trouble with album art started a lot earlier than with 


Frankenchrist. 


The irony, however, is that it's still Biafra who steals the 
show, as the front person in vintage clips captured at the 
Mabuhay and at UC Berkeley's Sproul Hall, where, believe it or 
not, he sings “Kill the Poor.” Like him or hate him, he has 
charisma — moving, shaking, and gesticulating like a pos- 
sessed marionette. And a sense of humor too, as the footage of 
both his Biafra-ized cover of Elvis Presley's “Viva Las Vegas” 
and his not-entirely-jokey run for mayor demonstrate. That was 
25 years ago? Nooo .. . (Richie Unterberger)

Jean-Claude Vannier 
L’Enfant Assassin des Mouches 
(Finders Keepers) 


It's not often you are made to feel that you 
have been transported to the set of a film 
you don’t completely understand. Once you 
are there, all you can do is ride the twists 
and turns, navigating a mirage of costume 
changes, extravagant set designs, and ex- 
otic passages and knowing that you really 
have no idea what will come next. That's 
the sense of adventure — and the story 
told by sounds, not words — that swirls in 
so many directions on Jean-Claude Van- 
nier’s lost-and-now-found 1972 concept 
classic, L’Enfant Assassin des Mouches 
(The Child Fly Killer). 

Best known as Serge Gainsbourg’s col- 
laborator, producer, and arranger, Vannier 
has a history that’s deeply connected to all 
sides of French avant-pop in the late ’60s 
and early '70s. It’s his fingerprint, his 
melodies, and his mastermind behind 
Gainsbourg’s most daring and compelling 
moments, such as Histoire de Melody Nel- 
son (Polygram International, 1971). He 
worked with Brigitte Fontaine and Gallic 
pop stars of the moment and wrote film 
scores, all the while honing his skill as a 
composer equally influenced by Stravinsky, 
Bacharach, and psychedelia. 

Without the presence of a vocalist taking 
time and precedence over the sounds, Van- 
nier’s solo outing let him go even wider and 
weirder. Throughout L’Enfant Assassin des 
Mouches, you get a prevailing sense of a 
cast of characters and the hint of a really 
odd narrative. Somehow managing to com- 
bine elements of musique concrete, or- 
chestral pop, and classical strings as well 
as prog-rock premonitions, free jazz, and a 
whole lot of psychedelic undertones, Van- 
nier made an album that stands on its own 
as a beautiful and totally bizarre creation

Chaos Butterfly 


Cornfield Electronics, Dec. 23 


t wasn’t the biggest venue for Chaos Butterfly. The laptop/improv duo of Dina Emerson and Jonathan Segel need space 
fi: the requisite computers and cables, as well as Segel’s guitar, Emerson's wine glasses, and a couple of microphones. For 
their holiday show in a second-floor Castro space, they had to pile everything onto a long table in a back bedroom. 

They'd played in tight spots in the past, but small stages don’t do the band justice. During the year and a half they’ve been 
performing, Emerson and Segel have taken to spreading out onstage, sometimes standing, and often inviting a third member 
into the mix, such as local players Myles Boisen and Philip Greenlief. And like Sagan, the Blevin Blectum project that was also on 
the bill, they've begun working real-time video manipulation into their act, inspired by San Jose artist Peter Nyboer. 

On this Friday before Christmas, they'd been invited to the mostly unfurnished home of Cornfield Electronics, a small business 
in the throes of shutting down. Steven Tobin of Fire Museum Records handpicked the bands for this last-minute gathering — 
and benefit for his cat. Yeah, his cat. Poor Tomato has undergone treatments for kidney failure and probably isn’t long for this 
world, so Tobin got some of his fave laptop artists together for a sort of goodbye party.

A bit hokey, maybe, but cut Tobin some slack. His label exists mainly to sell a two-CD compilation benefiting the Revolutionary 
Association of the Women of Afghanistan.(RAWA), a group committed to women’s education and empowerment in one of the 
more repressive parts of the world. And with the show happening on the last workday before Christmas, Tobin accomplished 
something by getting about 40 friends and music fans to wander in for some warm well-wishing. The evening got started with 
solo acts Rroland and Kwisp, after which nearly 20 people settled in for Chaos Butterfly’s set. 

You've probably heard Chaos Butterfly before, in pieces. Emerson, who focuses on new-classical vocal music, landed a gig in 
2000 with Cirque du Soleil, spending two years performing in Las Vegas. Segel is the violinist for Camper Van Beethoven, but he 
says he was interested in electronic music long before he joined the band. 

Anyone who's taken an uninitiated friend to a laptop show has heard an earful about the medium’s inherent handicap — 
the look of “guys checking e-mail.” Chaos Butterfly at least makes the stage more visual, with the wine glasses and guitar 
(and sometimes Segel’s violin) providing organic input to be mutilated and tugged at over the usual futuristic-sounding com- 
puter drones. 

The band’s name refers to that overused chaos-theory saying about a butterfly’s wings in China affecting the weather in the 
States, exemplifying a system in which little changes have enormous consequences. That's how the band’s music builds, with 
atmospheric washes of sound building up from smaller elements, as Emerson's sung monologues cut through the mist. 

The duo played one 25-minute improvisation. Segel started off with some slide guitar, tapping the strings with a metal bar for 
a robot-country sound that sounded like Fred Frith on a twangy day. Emerson gently tapped a water-filled wine glass with a 
mallet, tilting the vessel to bend the tone. ; 

Adding laptop patches — some based on samples of live sounds — the pair moved from a tentative start into a rolling, 
sWirling flow of sound that would provide the basis for the rest of the piece. Emerson's voice came in subtly, adding wordless 
burbles or stream-of-consciousness lyrics for a ghostly overtone. Spoken phrases like “Who decided it would be the empty 
time?” emerged slowly, in repeated fragments drifting through the miasma of metallic, synthesized tones. 

At one point a collection of vocals and wine-glass chimes got mixed into a high, squeaky gale as Segel and Emerson worked 
feverishly at their Macs. The obligatory quiet section followed, colored by Emerson rubbing the edges of the wine glasses (you 
were waiting for that, admit it) to create long tones. Segel added gentle arpeggios on guitar, a sprinkle of notes like raindrops. 

After a gloomy segment of ominous, stringlike waves of music, the duo settled into a beatless groove in Middle Eastern tones 
and scales, Segel anchoring the sound on guitar with Emerson adding soaring vocal lines — “My fingers wrapped around your 
heart/ My fingers wrapped around my eyes.” 


They went easy on the spoken samples, saving them for an abrupt ending that included a snippet of the “Your call cannot be 
completed” lady, getting a chuckle out of the crowd. A cute ending to an otherwise serious set. (Craig Matsumoto)

Xiu Xiu main man — and Bay Guardian 
Goldie winner — Jamie Stewart can be a 
pretty tough guy to work with. He admits 
this. Perhaps it’s why he chooses to take 
solo tours every once in a while, or do 


like Turin, Italy, band Larsen to, you know, 
keep things fresh and not wear out his 
welcome with his regular bandmates. 
These two recent discs represent just that 
— a couple of pleasant departures from 
Stewart's sometimes overwrought but 
usually brilliant guitar-and-synth rock. 
jCiautistico!, a team-up with the impossi- 
bly obscure Larsen (it's said that they all 
met at a Jarboe show), proves to be an ex- 
hilarating experience, with the two proj- 
ects’ distinct flavors complimenting each 
other’s subtleties and trademarks. At less 
than two minutes, “Ciao Ciautistico” is a 
brilliant forward-mover — a genre-cross- 
ing cousin of Massive Attack that plays 
like abstract techno made on subdued 
synths and a Harry Bertoia sculpture. It’s 
later followed by a barky and discordant 
rendition of Adam and the Ants’ “Prince 
Charming” that pushes and pulls in all di- 
rections, benefiting nicely from Stewart’s 
herky-jerky immediacy and Larsen’s pa- 
tient soundscapes and ultimately sucking 
all the light out of the original. Life and 
Live, recorded on Stewart's acoustic tours 
of 2002 and 2003, is more than just an 
obligatory live album. An audio tour diary 
of Japan and many rough-hewn single- 
track recordings augment the Xiu Xiu set

And the 
moments of panicked brilliance that 
take over tracks like “Sad Pony 
Guerrilla Girl,” where Stewart finds 
himself mid-way between Nick 
Cave-like balladry and spirit-pos- 
sessed glossolalia, make Life and 
Live particularly special. Stewart has 
illustrated time and again his gift for 
balancing the harsh with the ele- 
gant, and he continues to portray 
that emotional depth on both of these gor- 
geous diversions.

Tom Heyman 
Deliver Me (Jackpine Social Club) 


Hey, man, Heyman, you got a voice — and 
a fine, soulful one it is. Court and Spark 
player Tom Heyman steps out from behind 
the pedal steel and delivers a more than 
solid second solo full-length. Deliver Me 
pulses with warm, classic countrypolitan 
feeling, gentle bar stool anthems, and lazy 
but locked-in and groovy arrangements, 
thanks to friendly contributors like Chuck 
Prophet, Jeffrey Luck Lucas, Wilco’s John 
Stirratt, Virgil Shaw, Mark Eitzel, and vari- 
ous Mother Hips. His subject matter should 
be familiar to roots aficionados: Deliver Me 
mails home haunted houses, nostalgic 
pompadours, rainy days, pills, spills, high 
times, and at least one “Fat City.” But mu- 
sically and lyrically, there’s no teetering 
here. Heyman knows how to tell a story 
and make the listener care — starting 
with the meaningful, lingering looks his 
narrator casts in “Bottles”: “I’ve been star- 
ing at the bottles lined up by the window / 
How they catch the colors of a dying after- 
noon / And | feel like I've been dreaming, 
but I’ve been hustling and | been scheming 
/ And | know I’ve been so lucky / This 
streak could end real soon.” Lovers, losers 
— they're the stuff of cliché, yet Heyman 
rises above the trite fray — particularly 
when he gets specific about those demons 
(“Black Mollies”), Lovely — so let’s have 
another round.

As part of its Pride 
Season 11, New Conservatory Theatre Cen- 
ter presents Steve Kluger’s two-act romantic 
comedy that’s about as light and sweet as 
any holiday confection. The play follows a 
pretty simple recipe: In act one, two guys 
meet in a diner and fall in love; in act two, 
they meet again in the diner five years later 
and six months after they've broken up. The 
likable Markham Miller and Carlos Barrera 
have good stage chemistry and comic tim- 
ing. While Kluger tries to introduce a darker 
side to the relationship, subjects like HIV 
and inequality come off as forced plot 
points. Not that it matters. With snappy and 
sexy dialogue peppered with jokes and ref- 
erences to gay cultural icons like Ethel Mer- 
men, After Dark proves an irresistible and 
pleasing trifle. (McKevitt)

perfect rendering of Martin Shermans still 
powerful and impressive play — a ground- 
breaking work when it premiered on Broad- 
way in 1979, helping to recover the sup- 
pressed memory of Nazi Germany’s mass 
persecution of homosexuals (and, along the 
way, reclaiming the pink triangle as a badge 
of gay liberation). Set in 1934, it’s the story 
of a gay man, Max (Clayton B. Hodges), 
passing as a straight Jew in Dachau, Ger- 
many’s first concentration camp, in the 
naive belief it will increase his chances of 
survival in the camp’s dismal hierarchy of 
victims. After being brutally and traumati- 
cally separated from his boyfriend, Rudy 
(Enrique Vallejo), and their heretofore care- 
free life in Berlin, Max gradually befriends 


fellow queer prisoner Horst (Kevin Clarke), 
despite a method of physical and psycho- 
logical terror designed to make any human 
contact or human feeling (in fact, every- 
thing beyond the brute instinct for self- 
preservation) — a fatal liability. Through- 
out this bleak situation and some truly har- 
rowing scenes, however, runs a startlingly 
effortless strain of humor and compassion, 
a defiant assertion of the human spirit 
Sherman’s play brilliantly locates and kin- 
dles against an enveloping darkness. All of it 
is conveyed in three outstanding perform- 
ances (with strong support from a cast that 
includes Matt Weimer’s mercenary drag 
queen Greta and Paul Dana’s truly frighten- 
ing Nazi) under Fisher’s sure and beautiful- 
ly balanced direction. (Avila)

In a brilliant move, the 
company seats the audience nearly in the ~ 
round, with the playing space dividing the 
circle in half — which brings the perform- 
ers closer to the audience and virtually 
eliminates bad seats. Sure, there’s still exces- 
sive merchandising and $18 SBC parking, 
but the show makes a more authentic con- 
nection with the audience while still deliv- 
ering the seemingly impossible circus acts. 
Corteo (“cortege” in Italian) chronicles the 
death of a clown, who imagines — or 
dreams — his own funeral procession, with 
flying angels, little people, clowns and, of 
course, circus performers. Inhabiting the 
space between heaven and earth, women 
swing from chandeliers (much more stun- 
ning than trapezes), and acrobats spring 
from oversized, trampolinelike beds with 
daring abandon. While some comic inter- 
ludes were mistimed, other impressive acts 
include heart-stopping gymnastics on hori- 
zontal bars and trampolines, gravity-defy- 
ing juggling, and an absurdist rendition of 
Romeo and Juliet on a miniature stage. This 
may be the most fun you could ever have at 
a funeral. (McKevitt)

He then donned naval regalia and marched 
into the San Francisco Bulletin’s office with 
a proclamation that declared himself em- 
peror of the United States — which the 
paper published. Over the years, he issued 
more proclamations, including ones that 
dissolved Congress and ordered the build- 
ing of a bridge between Oakland and San 
Francisco. He even printed his own money. 
In Impossible Productions’ charming musi- 
cal, written by Kim Axelrod-Ohanneson 
and Marty Ohanneson-Axelrod, Emperor 
Norton is a slightly crazed man of the peo- 
ple. He sees the darker side of Gold Rush- 
era San Francisco, with Barbary Coast pick- 
pockets and discrimination against the Chi- 
nese, yet truly believes the city — and its 
citizens — can rise from the ashes like a 
phoenix. Now, this isn’t a big-budget musi- 
cal; the stage too small for set pieces, much 


less all-out dance numbers, But, really, that 
hardly matters. With terrific singers and 
comical songs, slutty dance hall girls, and 
the scene-stealing antics of Norton’s dogs 
(played by humans, of course), this love let- 
ter to the first and last emperor of the U.S.

Ebb’s Cabaret. Shotgun Players’ production 
of the darkly ebullient 1966 musical (with 
book by Joe Masteroff) goes all out in es- 
tablishing that seamy ambience, where sex- 
ual and political promiscuity make for rich 
burlesque. At the same time, it more often 
succeeds with the display than with the sub- 
stance in Cabaret’s knowing spectacle. 
Seamlessly blending its realistic love story 
with a raunchy and satirical floor show, the 
story line follows an aspiring American 
novelist, Clifford Bradshaw (Cassidy 
Brown), who's come to Berlin looking for 
“something to write about.” Lucky for him 
it’s 1931, Director Russell Blackwood’s lov- 
ingly detailed staging takes full advantage of 
the intimate environs of Shotgun’s Ashby 
Stage to envelop the audience in the scene, 
turning the theater into a bawdy nightclub. 
Although propelled by its zesty chorus line, 
a rousing house band (music codirected by

Hostel Some critics thought Wolf Creek dis- 
tasteful simply because it was unpleasant — a 
raw horror movie. But that film’s sense of pal- 
pable humanity imperiled by a compassion- 
free sadist merits a Nobel Peace Prize alongside 
this incredibly sleazy and crass second feature 
from writer-director Eli Roth. More technically 
polished and tonally consistent than Cabin 
Fever, it’s a rancid vat of xenophobia, misogy- 
ny, homophobia, and violence that’s enthusias- 
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tically gruesome and cruel without demon- 
strating the slightest knack for atmosphere or 
suspense. Jay Hernandez and Derek Richard- 
son play collegiate Yanks touring the Old 
World less for cultural education than for a 
Girls Gone Wild go Euro experience. The nox- 
ious yet uncritically viewed frat-boy duo 
(along with Eythor Gudjonsson as an equally 
party-hearty Icelander) are lured from Amster- 
dam to Slovakia by a stranger’s promise of “so 
much pussy, and because of the war (?!?) there 
are no guys” at a remote, off-guide hostel. 
Upon arriving they duly enjoy attentions from 
porn-flick-insatiable babes. Surprise! There’s a 
catch. This movie — at least as seen at 2005's 
Toronto International Film Festival, where the 
cut screened seemed way more NC-17 than its 
current R — is revolting in its smug shock 
value, its Cold War-style view of “other” na- 
tions as inherently sinister, and its view of 
women as either duplicitous whores or sexless 
victims. It’s a slick, sick fantasy at once para- 
noid, prurient, puritanical and pathetically pu- 
bescent. (1:35) (Harvey) 

The Matador There's a certain patness to ac- 
tors we first grow used to via TV. For a quarter- 
century Pierce Brosnan has been agreeably but 
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uninspirationally handsome, suave, rakish, a 
romance-novel notion of the leading man. 
Remington Steele and James Bond both fitted 
him like tailored suits — beautifully, a bit 
stuffily — while unrelated roles in various big- 
and small-screen films did little beyond under- 
line his competence. Despite his recent very 
public grousing about being dropped from the 
Bond franchise, it’s obvious he delights in up- 
ending that image here. Brosnan plays Julian 
Noble, an international hitman more than a bit 
fried after decades of first-class accomoda- 
tions, whoring, drugging, and serious drink- 
ing. Stumbling onto the path of this sociopath- 
ic mess in Mexico City is iiber-square Denver 
businessman Danny Wright (Greg Kinnear). 
Feeling friendly after a good day’s capitalist 
deal-making, Danny opines “Margaritas taste 
better south of the border” at their hotel bar. 
“Yes, margaritas — and cock,” Julian ripostes. 
He's only pulling chain, of course (well, proba- 
bly). The two go on to build an improbable 
friendship that looks to be (as Julian puts it) 
“the best cocktail story you ever met” until a 
second-act reunion that drops unicorn-exotic 
Julian into the incredibly squaresville environ 
of Danny and wife Bean (Hope Davis). Styled 


in sly-brash widescreen homage to earlier spy 
thrillers, hitherto undistinguished writer-di- 
rector Richard Shepard’s feature doesn’t break 
from buddy-comedy genre conventions over- 
all. But it’s the details that matter, and here 
they’re nuanced to a witty fine-point. The 
major pleasure remains Brosnan, who nails 
drunk, disorderly, disheveled, and desperate 
with a panache fully up to his character’s ad- 
mittance: “Look at me —I’m a wreck, I’m a 
parody.”

with him. Out of the ashes rose two ensembles: 
one of the them the Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo, the other the Original Ballet Russe. (Just 
to make things even more confusing, for a 
while in the 40s there was also a Grand Ballet 
de Monte Carlo.) Like members of any family 
with an inheritance, the two companies fiercely 
competed for dancers, for choreographers, and 
for audiences. The interviews Geller and 
Goldfine conducted gave them access to an ex- 
traordinary treasure trove of photos, film, pro- 
grams, and flyers from a period of nonstop 
traveling by both companies that brought ballet 
to the hinterlands of America. Russes’ greatest 
pleasure, however, is meeting so many of these 
dancers, most of them well into their 80s and 
still full of sparkle and enthusiasm, ready to do 
it all over again.

= The Best of Youth Italian director Marco Tul- 
lio Giordana’s epic drama finally reaches 
American theaters nearly two years after its ac- 
claimed European release. With this genera- 
tional tale of two brothers, Giordana has craft- 
ed what is arguably the best foreign film in re- 
cent memory. Beginning in 1966 and reaching 
the present day, Best of Youth follows the story- 
book tale of the Caratis, Nicola and Matteo, 
whose lives and loves mirror the major social 
and political crises that have marred the pic- 
turesque Italian landscape over the past half 
century. Best of Youth is as much a historical 
retrospective of Italy’s self-destructive past and 
a critique of the forces that have guided it, as it 
is a family drama. Not unlike Once upon a 
Time in America, Best of Youth is an ambitious 
film whose scope and length offer a complexity 
and depth rarely achieved in cinema. Even 
with countless characters and a near six-hour 
length, the strong performances and powerful 
story will leave you pining for more. (Part one: 
3:02; Part two: 2:56) Balboa. (Matthew Lake) 
Breakfast on Pluto Director Neil Jordan and 
novelist Patrick McCabe last teamed up on a 
film — 1997’s The Butcher Boy —so macabre, 
delicate, and brilliantly handled that their new 
collaboration seems almost doomed to disap- 
point by comparison. Taken strictly on its own 
terms, however — well, Breakfast on Pluto is 
still a disappointment, if a diverting one. Cillian 
Murphy plays the adult Patrick, a.k.a. Kitten, a 
fluttery, flamboyant foundling who begins 
crossdressing at an early age, undaunted by 
near-universal disapproval. (When his adoptive 
mother shrills “I'll parade you up and down the 
street in your shame!”, ever precocious Kitten 
mewls “Promise?”) While eternally searching 
for his real mother, Kitten experiences love, pla- 
tonic and otherwise, with men including glam 
rocker Billy Rock (Gavin Friday), kindly booze- 
bag Uncle Bulgaria (Brendan Gleeson), magi- 
cian Bertie (Stephen Rea), and Father Bernard 
(Liam Neeson), the priest who just might be 
the secret “da’”” of our hero(-ine). Stringing to- 
gether a slightly surreal series of episodes that 
encompass IRA violence, prostitution, and em- 
ployment as a theme-park furry, this is the kind 
of picaresque narrative that seldom translates 
well from literature to the screen. And indeed, 
the transplant never quite takes, largely because 
Kitten — as written and duly played — is an 
eccentric yet utterly passive observer whose 
emotions run not skin-deep but makeup-deep. 
The result is offbeat, but a tad too twee and 
never very involving. (2:09) (Harvey) 
Brokeback Mountain Brokeback Mountain's 
succinct pitch — “the gay cowboy movie” — 
may be accurate enough, but it’s really too 
simple a tag to hang on Ang Lee’s gorgeous 
film. Adapted by Larry McMurtry and Diana 
Ossana from Annie Proulx’s short story, 
Brokeback opens in 1963 Wyoming as two 
men seek a summer's worth of work tending 
sheep on an isolated mountain. The pair— 
garrulous Jack Twist (Jake Gyllenhaal) and 
taciturn Ennis Del Mar (Heath Ledger) — 
soon settle into a routine revolving around 
coyotes and campfires. Without much warn- 
ing, after just a few sidelong glances you might 
notice just because you're waiting for “em, the 
friendship becomes something more — some- 
thing entirely unfamiliar in the world of con- 
ventional westerns. When the summer ends, it 
seems the romance — which breaks nearly 
every telationship taboo under Wyoming's 
big, conservative sky — must too. As The 
Notebook, and Titanic, and a bajillion other 
movies and stories (starting with the likes of 
Romeo and Juliet) have taught us, it’s much 
more thrilling and memorable when the hap-

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piness of the fated pair is threatened by tower- 
ing obstacles. Those who'd shun this beautiful 
movie for its gay content couldn't be missing 
out more. If you must stick a label on Broke- 
back, you can call it the year’s greatest love 
story — and hold out hope that soon, you'll 
be able to call it Best Picture. (2:14) (Eddy) 
Capote Truman Capote’s life resists easy 
summary, so it’s appealing that the first Holly- 
wood biopic on the author ignores formula 
and turns one agonizing chapter of his life into 
an opportunity for an essay. Though Capote is 
based on the 1988 Gerard Clarke biography, 
Bennett Miller’s film actually has a lot more in 
common with Janet Malcolm's 1990 The Jour- 
nalist and the Murderer (a relationship the 
filmmakers also acknowledge). It’s not so 
much a story of Capote (Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man) as the illustration of the question Mal- 
colm so artfully dodged: What, really, do jour- 
nalists owe their subjects? In this case, what did 
the glittering Capote owe the two killers who 
lent him their life stories for his nonfiction 
“novel”? Hints of the hundred separate movies 


that could be made from Capote’s life emerge 
in key details; The scarf he rattles like a saber in 
Kansas’s cop HQ calls to mind the family war- 
fare that accompanied his growing up gay in 
the ’30s and ’40s; the bottle of booze he doesn’t 
seem to leave home without foreshadows a 
grim decline. This film makes a wonderful 
habit of entering ensemble scenes midsen- 
tence, creating a vérité feel without the sea- 
sickening camera, and it’s hard to find fault 
with the casting: Catherine Keener, gently 
butch as the conscience of the film, Harper 
Lee, nails Capote’s alter ego and “research as- 
sistant,” hired for, her ability to steward the 
writer into Holcomb, Kan.’s housewives’ 
hearts. (1:50) (Gerhard) 

Casanova For those who lament that, after 
Lords of Dogtown and Brokeback Mountain, 

* Heath Ledger can no longer be looked upon as 
just another pretty face — fear not, he still can, 
Delivering the lightweight performance one 
might have expected from the star of A 
Knight's Tale — if nothing since — he’s merely 
decorative as the centerpiece of this bonbon. 
Directed by Lasse Hallstrém (likewise revert- 
ing to the level of Chocolat rather than What's 
Eating Gilbert Grape or The Cider House Rules), 


Casanova is the kind of strenuously farcical 
“romp” that frisks and preens about like an ox 
under the delusion that it’s a show pony. As 
history’s most notorious womanizer, a smirk- 
ing Ledger hardly seems to have a drop of real 
licentiousness in him — but then the heavily 
contrived script by Jeffrey Hatcher (of the 
identically imitative, faux-witty Stage Beauty) 
and Kimberly Simi is rigged so he almost im- 
mediately wants to reform, for love of a spunky 
little wouldn’t-you-know-it protofeminist 
(dull Sienna Miller). This is a film more crude 
than clever, more pandering than pleasing — 
unless you're really easy. Uh, did you like 
Chocolat? (1:48) (Harvey) 

Cheaper by the Dozen 2 Put a two after any 
film title and you're entering dangerous waters. 
Slap a G or PG rating on top of that, and 
you're pretty much guaranteed a release that’s a 
strictly straight-to-video affair. Thus Cheaper 
by thé Dozen 2 is probably destined for the 
world of rental shelves and airline screenings 
(where I saw the first one) soon. In the sequel, 
the Brady Bunch-style family, spearheaded by 
Steve Martin, takes on a rival family of over- 
achievers run by Eugene Levy, and general high 
jinks ensue. But the brood is so thinly drawn 


it’s hard to remember who’s who, The only 
standouts are a Wisturbingly emaciated Hilary 
Duff and hunky heartthrob Tom Welling (Su- 
perman on TV’s Smallville), notable for his 
Crest-perfect smile rather than his handful of 
lines. That said, there are genuinely funny mo- 
ments between Martin and Levy. My advice: 
Skip this, ditch the kiddies and watch Martin’s 
funnier, more mom-and-dad oriented comic 
classic Parenthood. (1:39) (Crawford) 

The Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch, 
and the Wardrobe Considering the strong af- 
fections — and dreams of magic and power — 
that children and adults have invested in C.S. 
Lewis's Chronicles of Narnia series, one wishes 
the makers of this initial installment had more 
confidence in their material. The thrill of hav- 
ing that somewhat unimaginable imaginary 
world visualized — and embodied by charm- 
ing actors like Georgie Henley, as Lucy Peven- 
sie, and James McAvoy, as the faun Tumnus — 
remains, though director Andrew Adamson’s 
vision is disappointingly tame concerning this 
most fanciful of stories. Despite the seduction 
of the narrative and the veritable menagerie of 
well-animated unicorns, beavers, tigers, lions, 
and bears darting gracefully through the film 
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— the film’s scope, from the initial scenes of 
the Pevensie children’s drab WWII-era British 
reality to the sunlit, modestly ecstatic backdrop 
of Narnia, with its evil White Witch (Tilda 
Swinton) and talking critters (ably voiced by 
thespians like Liam Neeson, as the lion Aslan), 
is somewhat dismayingly conservative, Let’s 
just say Disney and Adamson haven't partaken 
of the truly deep magic of Bufuel, Svankmajer, 
or Kubrick — or even Jackson, Jeunet, or 
Lucas. And how else to explain the blatant 
cribbing from Lord of the Rings and Star Wars? 
All the hand-wringing about the subtextual 
Christian content aside (which for some rea- 
son doesn’t glare when treated as just another 
mythical communiqué to Aslan’s army), the 
tale still enchants. Just silence the rational 
mind and don't try to reconcile the presence of 
a wookiee-like creature and Father Christmas 
in the same film, (2:05) (Chun) 
Down to the Bone As Irene, Down to the 
Bone’s sad-eyed addict who always seems to be 
teetering on the edge of a total breakdown, Vera 
Farmiga is as heartbreaking as she is naturalis- 
tic. Remember Jennifer Aniston as The Good 
Girl's working-class protagonist, a woman 
whose nowhere life was somehow at odds with 
the actor’s expensively shaped eyebrows? 
There’s none of that vanity in Farmiga, who 
conveys the pain of addiction, and its ever-spi- 
raling outward effects, with minimal dialogue 
and zero faux-poetic voice-overs. In snowy up- 
state New York, Irene toils as a grocery checker 
—a mind-numbing job she prefers to under- 
take with her mind literally numbed. Her main 
concerns include slogging through the day and 
scrounging her next little bit of coke. Before 
long, she’s in rehab, where she reconnects with 
Bob (Hugh Dillon), a nurse and former addict 
she’d met while taking her kids trick-or-treat- 
ing on Halloween. Without achieving any kind 
of discernable breakthrough, Irene drifts back 
into the real world, tentatively sober, and her 
frustrations promptly escalate. Director and 
cowriter Debra Granik expanded her short 
1997 film, Snake Feed, into Down to the Bone 
(which won awards for directing and Farmiga’s 
performance at the 2004 Sundance Film Festi- 
val). Unlike other short films that'seem 
stretched to fit feature-length remakes, Down to 
the Bone transcends a simple story with au- 
thentic small-town textures and performances 
that never condescend to or stereotype its 
working-class characters. (1:41) Roxie. (Eddy) 
©The Dying Gaul The first directorial feature 
by playwright-scenarist Craig Lucas (Longtimé 
Companion, Prelude to a Kiss) was passed on by 
major-league distributors; it has ended up as 
perhaps the starriest and slickest US feature 
ever captured by ever-gay-subject-matter- 
friendly Strand Releasing. One worries the un- 
appetizingly titled film may still be too thorny 
even for most gay audiences, let alone average 
art-house ones. It’s not exactly a feel-good 
movie, allowing for the fact that seeing Camp- 
bell Scott and Peter Sarsgaard naked together 
and screwing can indeed feel pretty good. Sars- 
gaard plays Robert, an NYC writer flown to La 
La Land by studio executive Jeffrey (Scott), 
who wants his screenplay — one he'd written 
for the lover who recently died of AIDS and 
that Jeffrey’s wife, Elaine (Patricia Clarkson), 
pronounces “perfect.” Yet it is the way of Holly- 
wood that perfection can always be improved 
an, or at least made more marketable; thus Jef- 
frey begins seducing Robert into creative com- 
promises. He also seduces him in the more tra- 
ditional fashion, even as oblivious cuckold 
Elaine takes a passionate, quasimaternal inter- 
est in the still-grieving author. When her good 
intentions get wire-crossed with the boys’ mis- 
behavior, this loaded triangle takes several per- 
verse, eventually macabre turns. Adapted from 
his stage play, Lucas’s script cuts sharp as a 
knife, recalling the terse psychological sadism 
of vintage Harold Pinter, albeit with more 
warmly rounded characters. (1:29) (Harvey) 
The Family Stone Looking for a feel-good 
Christmas comedy? Well, The Family Stone ain't 
it. Thomas Bezucha’s tale of an uptight woman 
named Meredith (Sarah Jessica Parker) who 
spends Christmas with the instantly judgémen- 
tal, improbably large (seriously, there’s a preg- 
nant sister in there who has maybe five lines) 
family of her possible-future-husband, Everett 
(Dermot Mulroney), aims more for your tear 
ducts than your funny bone. In other words, 
previews that make this out to be a holiday spin 
on Meet the Parents are a tad misleading. One 
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thing the previews get right, however, is the in- 
credibly obvious switcheroo that happens once 
Meredith meets Everett’s brother (Luke Wilson) 
and Everett meets Meredith’s sister (Claire 
Danes). I’m not sure why such an above-aver- 
age cast (Diane Keaton plays the hard-to-please 
matriarch; Rachel McAdams returns to Meat 
Girls territory as the bitchy sister) signed on for 
this maudlin, fairly conventional home-for-the- 
holidays exercise — except Parker, who clearly 
relishes playing-Meredith as the anti-Carrie. 
(1:42) (Eddy) 

Fun With Dick and Jane With the hindsight 
the post dot-com era affords, it’s downright 
satisfying to watch megacorporation Globo- 
dyne go down in Enron-inspired flames. It 
feels like hapless vice president Dick Harper 
(Jim Carrey) deserves to crash and burn, be- 
cause he commits the sin of believing the cor- 
porate myth and his blowhard southern boss 
(Alec Baldwin). Now his punishment is literal- 
ly racing other suits to the only job interview 
in town. As Dick and Jane (Téa Leoni) sink 
into white-collar poverty (they're stuck in 


their depreciating suburban house because 
selling it would put them in debt), they fail at 
menial jobs (an exceedingly tasteless sequence 
plays illegal day labor for laughs). Iced mochas 
and crime it is, then. Leoni is a match for Car- 
rey onscreen, and he manages to restrain his 
spastic antics to two scenes, which are pre- 
sumably the studio’s money shots. Fun With 
Dick and Jane works much better toward the 
beginning, when the duo are just a caricature 
of empty suburban life. As soon as they turn 
into real people with morals, the film becomes 
a snoozer. (1:25) (Koh) 

Going Shopping For the women of Henry Ja- 
glom’s latest talky comedy, Going Shopping, 
shopping is more than a habit — it’s a way of 
life. They try on attitudes, relationships, and 
emotional states as they would a pair of shoes; 
someone's always either laughing or crying but 
never for long. The shoestring plot revolves 
around Holly (Victoria Foyt), a sensitive, ma- 
terialistic dame who runs her own boutique in 
upper-crust Los Angeles. When the store dips 
into the red, she finds herself needing to make 
ends meet while balancing delicate relation- 
ships with her mother and daughter. Jaglom 
punctuates the narrative with different women 
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discussing the thrills and traumas of walking 
the aisle. Between the story’s intergenerational 
babbling and the cutaway confessions, the film 
is as much about talking as it is shopping; at its 
most frantic, Going Shopping plays like a 
cracked-out, melodramatic version of some- 
thing Woody Allen might have conceived. The 
whole thing feels frivolous, and while that may 
be the point in a film about disposable pleas- 
ure, I’m not sure I’m buying. (1:46) Roxie. 
(Goldberg) 

= Good Night, and Good Luck As Good Night, 
and Good Luck opens, Edward R. Murrow 
(David Strathairn) rips into an audience that 
has gathered to honor him at a 1958 Radio and 
Television News Directors Association gala. 
George Clooney (who also directs) and Grand 
Heslov’s script stays true to Murrow’s real-life 
speech, a searing indictment of television's 
shift toward fluffy programming, as well as the 
networks’ increasingly close ties to advertisers. 
Were he alive today, Murrow would no doubt 
have additional thoughts about the 21st-centu- 
ry version of “this weapon”; in particular he’d 
probably take issue with the 24-hour-news cul- 
ture, which favors sensational nuggets over in- 
depth stories. Good Night is a Murrow biopic 
of sorts, but it focuses on the specific events 
surrounding March 9, 1954, when Murrow’s 
See It Now program dared to take on Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy at the height of the Red 
Scare, Director Clooney takes his cue from this 
moment in television history, using real film 
clips and plucking Murrow’s on-air dialogue 
from transcripts. The result is a period-au- 
thentic, eerily resonant snapshot of a time 
when national security issues could trump the 
rights of individuals, and fear kept most Amer- 
icans woefully silent. (1:30) (Eddy) 

Harry Potter and the Goblet of Fire (2:37) 
‘A History of Violence Peel away an all-Amer- 
ican facade, and you'll find a murderous gang- 
ster underneath: This message lurks through- 
out David Cronenberg’s A History of Violence. 
The doc-like title of Cronenberg’s latest 
(adapting a graphic novel of the same name) is 
par for a director whose vision has always been 
coolly antiseptic, and the first “big word” in its 
title is anathema to contemporary amnesia. 
Nonetheless, this lean and mean family tale has 
definite mainstream crossover appeal; Cronen- 
berg’s version of national allegory trumps 
Clint Eastwood’s Mystic River, not least be- 
cause it favors genre (Out of the Past, anyone?) 
and archetypes over bogus realism. From the 
Lynch-like diner small-talk about coffee and 
pie, to the foreboding, shiny black car slowly 
creeping into sunbathed golden settings, 
Americana fits the Canadian auteur like a sur- 
gical glove. The result is his best movie since 
Dead Ringers. There’s a reason the name of 
History's protagonist, Tom Stall (Viggo 
Mortensen), is so plain, so benign, though he’s 
loathe to reveal it to wife Edie (Maria Bello), 
son Jack (Ashton Holmes), and daughter Sarah 
(Heidi Hayes). Mortensen’s Mt. Rushmore of a 
face is the film’s riddle, allowing a pair of won- 
derfully outsize Mafia turns by a sarcastic Ed 
Harris and a hilarious William Hurt to effec- 
tively steal scenes, if not lives. (1:35) Red Vic, 
Smith Rafael. (Huston) 

Just Friends (1:34) 

King Kong The season's hairiest star has fi- 
nally arrived, after months of hype and post— 
Lord of the Rings anticipation, and he-does not 
disappoint. An avowed devotee of the 1933 
original (and maybe even the 1976 guilty- 
pleasure misfire), director Peter Jackson re- 
makes the fantastical Kong story using all of 
the lavish special effects tools — and seemingly 
unlimited cash flow — at his fingertips. And it 
pays off: The titular beast (“played” by Andy 
Serkis, as effective here as he was as LOTR’s CG 
Gollum) gives off genuine emotion, not to 
mention all the roaring, chest beating, dino- 
smashing, and building climbing one giant go- 
rilla can provide. Even though her character 
spends a fair amount of time screaming (usu- 
ally while clutched in Kong’s giant mitt), 
Naomi Watts turns in a suprisingly nuanced 
performance, going from terror to wide-eyed 
wonder to adoration without slipping into I-- 
am-acting-in-front-of-a-green-screen awk- 
wardness. Other human cast members, includ- 
ing Jack Black (as the Kong-obsessed filmmak- 
er) and Adrien Brody (as a soulful playwright), 
are fine, but this movie ain’t really about them: 
The only time this three-hour movie drags is 
during its ape-free first hour. (3:00) (Eddy) 

= Memoirs of a Geisha If you can get over the

geisha Sayuri with otherwise archetypally 
Asian coloring played by Chinese actress Ziyi 
Zhang — chances are you might enjoy the old- 
fashioned Hollywood moviemaking propelling 
Memoirs of a Geisha. Sayuri is sold by her im- 
poverished, crumbling peasant family into the 
servitude of an okiya, or geisha house. If she’s 
lucky she'll be trained to be a maiko, or ap- 
prentice, then a geisha — who, the script takes 
pains to point out (though dropping mixed 
messages), is an artist and entertainer, rather 
than a prostitute. When Hatsumono, the 
house’s gorgeous money-making geisha (Gong 
Li, digging into her role like a spitting, tigerlike 
silent film icon), scuttles Sayuri’s careef, the 
girl finds hope in kind eyes of the Chairman 
(Ken Watanabe), a local captain of industry, 
and under the wing of Hatsumoto’s rival 
geisha, Mameha (Michelle Yeoh). Considering 
Japan’s longtime racial homogeneity and the 
fact that the casting reflects Western stereo- 
types about Asians “all looking alike,” the dom- 
inance of Chinese actresses amid their Japan- 
ese male counterparts like Watanabe and 
Kiyoshi Kurosawa favorite Koji Yakusho (like 
Gong, dropping naturalism for operatic ges- 
tures) is puzzling, apart from predictable US 
box-office concerns. Still, Memoirs’ Cinderella 
story should be comfortingly familiar for 
Western audiences, though the art-house suc- 
cess of Crouching Tiger and genre chops of Jet 
Li and company should allay any fears of mid- 
dle America buying a major studio picture set 
in Japan — after the box office seppuku com- 
mitted by The Last Samurai. (2:07) (Chun) 

= Mrs. Henderson Presents Anglophiles, 
vaudeville aficionados, and admirers of sassy 
old ladies everywhere, rejoice: The gods of cin- 
ema have brought you a holiday gift. Based on 
the true story of an uppity, eccentric, wealthy 
widow who reopened a dilapidated theater in 
the late 1930s and turned London’s West End 
on its head, Stephen Frears’ Mrs. Henderson 
Presents is a refreshing break from the 
schmaltzy Christmas flicks and last-minute 
Oscar wannabes that typically plague movie 
theaters this time of year. Shining star Dame 
Judi Dench is phenomenal as Mrs. Henderson 
— mixing razor-sharp wit, humor, stubborn 
upper-class arrogance, sensuality, and delicious 
impropriety into a quirky, laughable, lovable, 
and thoroughly human portrait of a woman 
audiences will feel they truly know. It’s always a 
treat to see a leading role written for an actress 
in her golden years that isn’t a woman dying of 
cancer or Alzheimer’s. And in case anyone is 
wondering, Dench, like Mrs. Henderson; may 
be getting older, but she’s still very much alive 
and kicking.

there’s no alien storyline to provide any sort of 


allegory in Munich: here, the message is as up- 
front as it is mixed. Munich begins as terrorists 
take the Israeli team hostage at the 1972 Mu- 
nich Olympics, and the ensuing massacre un- 
folds via increasingly horrifying flashbacks. The 
film’s main story follows the “officially unoffi- 
cial” Mossad agents (including Eric Bana as 
their leader) assigned to hunt down the Pales- 
tinians they hold responsible for the tragedy. 
For a time, the job runs smoothly. The Ocean's 
Eleven-ish motley crew (the old guy, the nerv- 
ous guy, the sharp dresser, etc.) plots creative 
executions that unfold with intense suspense, 
largely due to the technological limitations of 
the 1970s (compare, say, Munich’s iffy tele- 
phone bomb to the 21st-century hit carried out 
at Syriana’s climax). While we're meant to iden- 
tify with the Israeli characters, Spielberg is care- 
ful to show the Palestinian side, most notably 
through a minor character who gets to deliver a 
heartfelt speech about how “home is every- 
thing.” Usually a dedicated crowd-pleaser, the 
director is stuck in a situation where he really 
can’t designate good guys and bad guys, lest he 
end up with an offensive, insensitive film. Mu- 
nich’s message is basically this: The cycle of vio- 
lence is neverending — and it sure makes peo- 
ple feel bad. No news flash, that. (2:40) (Eddy) 
Music from the Inside Out A faceless mass of 
cultured noisemakers in the concert hall, the 
Philadelphia Orchestra reverts into a band of 
individuals as David Anker’s documentary fol- 
lows them abroad, offstage, and at home. Away 
from their tuxedos, the musicians moonlight 
in jazz, salsa, and bluegrass bands or fulfill 
themselves running, motorcycling, or painting, 
as they tell us in talking-head and group inter- 
views. But even the most articulate members 


(one compares the balancing act of music- 
making to deciding how far his motorcycle 
should lean when making a hairpin turn) are 
most eloquent when their lips are busy with 
their instruments, especially since they’re oth- 
erwise saddled with questions like “What is 
music?” Motoring on the tension between self- 
immersion in a communal mission and re- 
maining an individual, Music from the Inside 
Out focuses on parts rather than on a whole, 
and the commendable approach renders the 
film centerless; it feels more like a lengthy 
DVD extra for an absent feature. (1:37)

@ Naked in Ashes Even in a nation of | billion, 
13 million is a pretty respectable minority — 
and that is the estimated number of yogis cur- 
rently traveling a 5,000-year-old spiritual path 
in India. Paula Fouce’s documentary trains its 
somewhat loose yet engaging focus on about 
twenty individuals around the nation. Some 
practice “austerites” that are downright carni- 
valesque: There’s a guy whorts been standing 
upright 24/7 for 12 years, and another who at- 
tracts attention by pulling a fully loaded jeep 
with his, er, third arm. (As he helpfully advises, 


“This penis control trick is not for everyone.”) 


There are also yogis who take regular pilgrim- 
ages high into the Himalayas, walking naked in 
snow, risking death from exposure. But Ashes 
isn’t the Mondo Cane of Hinduism. Its benevo- 
lent outlook makes such bizarre behaviors un- 
derstandable as one person’s path of liberation 
from our current dark age of empty material- 
ism. More often, this diverse survey of yogic 
gurus and disciples conveys the serenity gained 
by renunciation of earthly desires via prayer, 
meditation, charitable works, yoga, and so 
forth. To Fouce’s credit, she’s made an enter- 
taining (as well as illuminating) movie about 
people with no use for “entertainment” what- 
soever.

Paradise Now When independent filmmak- 
ers in the United States started out, their aim 
was to show an America that Hollywood never 
put onscreen: ordinary people, speaking how 
they really speak, shot in towns and cities far 
from back-lot facades. Today Palestinian film- 
makers are often driven by a parallel mandate: 
to show the world the shape of Palestinian lives 
far from exploding bombs and breaking-news 
broadcasts. Amsterdam-based Palestinian film- 
maker Hany Abu-Assad is intent on capturing 
the inanities and insanities of life in occupied 
territory. Paradise Now, his latest film (after 
Ford Transit and Rana’s Wedding, among oth- 
ers), is a seriocomic thriller with a dose of ro- 
mance. Shot in 35mm_under virtually battle- 
front conditions, it resolutely keeps its lens — 
and our eyes, minds, and hearts — on the 
script. The result is far more engrossing, and 
ultimately far more deadly, when a pair of 
slacker friends are tapped for a fatal honor: to 
be their town’s next suicide bombers in a mis- 
sion targeting Tel Aviv. Paradise Now is as 
much about its characters’ mind-sets as ours. 
na way, Abu-Assad is building a bridge of 
subjectivity in the form of a madcap thriller.

© Pride and Prejudice Like the 12-bar blues 
and the facts of life, we all know how it goes, 
but precisely how do the particulars compare 
to our own internal Pride and Prejudices as well 
as, admit it, the definitive BBC miniseries with 
the wet-shirted Colin Firth as Mr. Darcy? Here, 
the crucial roles are fairly well filled: As Eliza- 
beth, the bruised-eyed Keira Knightley is imp- 
ish, girlish, and toothy, yet twinkly smart. Ape- 
draped MI-5 actor Matthew Macfadyen plays 
Darcy so low-down and subtle that he runs the 
risk of resembling a dot-mouthed cartoon, but 
when the time comes to confess his most ar- 
dent affections, he steps up and fills Firth’s 
pantaloons, even if he has to channel Laurence 
Olivier’s Heathcliff and stomp through the 
moors in what looks to be a bathrobe. Other 
roles are beautifully filled out by Brenda 
Blethyn, Donald Sutherland, Tom Hollander, 
Judi Dench, and Jena Malone. Director Joe 
Wright favors a muddy, frizzy-haired, mini- 
mal-makeup naturalism, reminiscent of ’60s- 
era reworkings of Penguin Classics, complete 
with zooming camera, an emphasis on day- 
light, pigs’ testicles, and odd moments of mod- 
ern-day randiness. Did Elizabeth really check 
out Wickham’s ass in the book?

= The Producers It’s called a moviecal, a movie 
based on a Broadway musical that was itself 
based on a movie’ Sure, the concept is a skosh 
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crass and cannibalistic, but Mel Brooks's 
bizarre, hilariously funny 1968 film couldn't 
have been better suited for the makeover — 
it’s now a movie based on a musical based on 
a movie about a musical.

Originally a 
sharp-witted burlesque of spaced-out hippies, 
pigeon-cuddling Nazis, and spats-sporting 
vaudevillians, The Producers is now a tongue- 
in-cheek nostalgia piece. But, thankfully, it’s 
one with enough sense to ratchet up the fake- 
ness and frivolity as far as it will go. Let’s face 
it, Will Ferrell as a nutso Third Reich dandy in 
lederhosen may be wunderbar, but it’s hardly 
the stuff of WW II docs.

The Ringer Executive producers Peter and 
Bobby Farrelly continue to redefine the term 
guilty pleasure with their latest affront to good 
taste — this time surreptitiously, through di- 
rector Barry W. Blaustein (Beyond the Mat). 
Johnny Knoxville tones down his Jackass-itude 
approximately 1000 percent to star as titular 
loser Steve Barker, whose compulsive-gambler 
uncle Gary (Brian Cox) hoodwinks him into 
posing as the mentally challenged “Jeffy Dah- 
mor” in order to fix the Special Olympics. It’s 
clear from the outset that Steve is just, you 
know, a nice guy, one who's in it for all the 
right reasons (which we won't go into here). 
But despite all the pat “they're people too” life 
lessons learned, it’s hard to escape the fact that 
the people in question remain mostly the butt 
of the one joke in this admittedly often very 
funny flick. “Since when is ‘tard politically in- 
correct?” Gary laments incredulously. Um, 
since always.

Rumor Has It ... The premise of director Rob 
Reiner’s new film is so patently absurd that the 
film — an ordinary romantic-comedy by any 
account — can’t help but ooze with frivolity. 
Sarah Huttinger (Jennifer Aniston) has always 
been the black sheep of her family and is now 
harboring insecurities about marrying good- 
guy Jeff Daly (Mark Ruffalo). Her sense of un- 
certainty explodes upon returning home for 
her sister’s wedding when she discovers that 
her feisty grandmother (Shirley MacLaine) 
and deceased mother were the basis for Mrs. 
Robinson and her daughter Elaine in the book 
and film The Graduate. All this gets Sarah won- 
dering whether she might be the result of a 
fling between her mother and Benjamin Brad- 
dock prototype Beau Burroughs (Kevin Cost- 
ner). An hour later, the film limps to its finish. 
Ruffalo and MacLaine steal some laughs, but 
it’s only because they recognize the film’s 
ridiculousness. Aniston, as usual, is a disaster. 
Will someone please instruct Hollywood pro- 
ducers not to cast Jen as the odd one out? It 
only encourages her trademark pout, and we 
could all do with less of that.

©The Squid and the Whale ‘You'd like Kafka — 
one of my predecessors,” onetime literary 
prodigy Bernard (Jeff Daniels) informs eldest 
son Walt (Jesse Eisenberg), the perfect reflect- 
ing-mirror parrot for all Dad’s pretensions. It’s 
Park Slope, Brooklyn, 1986. Joan (Laura Lin- 
ney) has finally realized that being Bernard’s 
wife — his third — is hard labor no one should 
have to endure in a free society. Still, their sepa- 
ration hits 16-year-old Walt and 12-year-old 
Frank (Owen Kline) hard, with joint custody 
splitting loyalties as well as the week. Frank 
wisely chooses Mom as a more reliable port in a 
storm, while Walt, as usual, seeks shelter ’neath 
professorial Dad’s enormous ego; both kids 
deal with the home-front crisis in variably alco- 
holic, masturbatory, and plagiarizing ways. 
Noah Baumbach (Mr. Jealousy) won awards for 
both writing and directing at the Sundance 
Film Festival this past January, and his film is 
X-Acto-knife-sharply observed and acted. Yet 
one leaves the theater as if leaving a cocktail 
party where dinner was mistakenly expected. 
The conversation is brilliant; the hors d'oeuvres 
are superb. But a slightly dazzled inebriation 


wears off too soon, leaving the viewer sober 
and unsated.

@ Syriana Inspired by Robert Baer’s See No 
Evil: The True Story of a Ground Soldier in the 
CIA’s War on Terrorism, Syriana is a genuinely 
political thriller. It’s an elaborate fiction very 
much in the mode of Traffic, writer-director 
Stephen Gaghan’s last screenplay, but better, 
with a more self-effacing directorial style and 
less distracting star personalities. A paunched- 
out, credibly weary George Clooney plays CIA 
agent Bob, who facilitates speedy deaths for 
inconvenient people in the oil-rich Near East. 
His promised final assignment before desk-job 
retirement is to eliminate Prince Nasir 
(Alexander Siddig), an emir’s idealistic heir 
apparent who dares to give new drilling rights 
to the highest bidder — a Chinese concern — 
rather than to a Texas conglomerate. Mean- 
while, Washington, DC, attorney Bennett Hol- 
iday (Jeffrey Wright) is expected to provide 
the Justice Department with enough evidence 
of corruption to punish the Texas corporation 
for some past dealings — but not enough to 
disrupt business as usual. American energy 
analyst Bryan Woodman (Matt Damon) be- 
comes a close ally of the prince after a tragic 
accident pushes them together. And way down 
the economic totem pole, abruptly fired young 
energy-field grunt workers Wasim (Mazhar 
Munir) and Farooq (Sonnell Dadral) find 
moral enlightenment and some dangerous 
ideological zeal under a fundamentalist re- 
cruiter’s wing. Apart from an occasional 
overblown speech, Syriana is engrossing, intel- 
ligent, well acted, and relevant enough to be 
the thinking lefty’s movie of choice this holi- 
day season. (2:06) (Harvey) 

A Touch of Spice Like so many other cinematic 
historians, filmmaker Tassos Boulmetis traces a 
sweeping narrative through the lens of a boy’s 
coming-of-age in his semiautobiographical A 
Touch of Spice. The protagonist here is Fanis 
(Georges Corraface), a Greek boy who grows 
up in his grandfather's spice shop before his 


immediate family is deported from Istanbul. 
Fanis grows up an outsider, spurned from his 
country of origin and looked on with suspi- 
cious eyes in Greece. In these difficult circum- 
stances he finds himself by channeling his 
grandfather's folksy culinary philosophies into 
his own instinctual cooking style. The history 
here is certainly underreported, but the narra- 
tive feels overplotted to the point of con- 
trivance — between the flashbacks and chap- 
ters (the film is divided into three parts: “appe- 
tizers,” “main course,” and “desserts”), the 
film’s excessive segmentation is a sure sign of 
an overstuffed story. As is always the case with 
these sentimental histories, the past is draped 
with cloying lyricism and nostalgia. The food 
looks great, but A Touch of Spice needs a bit 
more kick to be swallowed. (1:48) Smith

Transamerica Good things do happen to 
(some) actors who wait. Felicity Huffman’s 
work in various media was steady but little- 
noticed until Desperate Housewives caused in- 
stant celebrity. Her new status no doubt 
fanned critical-byzz flames around her very 
solid if unspectacular performance in this 
fairly solid but decidedly unspectacular indie 
drama. She plays Bree, formerly Stanley, Os- 
bourne, a pre-op MTF transsexual who's 
dowdily Marian the Librarian rather than sex- 
ily superfemme. On the brink of final surgery, 
the LA transplant is improbably told by thera- 
pist Elizabeth Pefia she won't be truly “ready” 
unless she deals with one remnant of mascu- 
line life unknown until just now: Teenage son 
Toby (Kevin Zegers). Arrested as a prostitute 
in NYC, he’s somehow tracked down Bree as a 
bail source, unaware that, well, she’s his fa- 
ther. They wind up making a coast-to-coast 
“transformative journey” that’s uneven and 
anecdotal and funny-sad in fairly pat ways. 
The movie’s earnestness reels off balance in 
the third act, when its protagonists meet the 
conservative-Christian parents Bree is es- 
tranged from — with Fionnula Flanagan cari- 
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caturing the gorgon mother. While Huffman 
is fine in a role that (especially as cast with a 
woman) can’t help but scream “award bait,” 
Air Bud franchise survivor Zegers is equally 
impressive. Together they anchor a film that, 
as written and directed by Duncan Tucker, is 
pleasant and well-intentioned but somewhat 
pedestrian. (1:43) (Harvey) 

Walk the Line (2:16) 

Wolf Creek Australian import Wolf Creek 
finds a perfectly unsettling horror location in 
the country’s vast, sparsely populated out- 
back. This is a place with no cell phone recep- 
tion, seemingly no law enforcement, beautiful 
but inhospitable landscapes, and potently un- 
friendly locals. If that-doesn’t intrigue you 
right off the bat, know this: The actual events 
that inspired writer-director Greg McLean's 
film were called “the Backpacker Murders,” an 
appellation that somehow manages to be 
both stark and horribly evocative. Wolf 
Creek’s fictionalized tourists are a pair of 
Brits, Liz (Cassandra Magrath) and Kristy 
(Kestie Morassi), as well as Aussie Ben 
(Nathan Phillips), who set off in their newly 
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acquired rust bucket to visit a meteorite 
crater tucked into the wilderness. Right away 
the omens begin to pile up: tales of UFO 
sightings, sleazy yokels making gang-bang 
jokes, weird weather, and the verbalized ob- 
servation “There’s nothing out here!” Noth- 
ing, except jolly bush-dweller Mick (John Jar- 
ratt, who — in a nice dovetailing of eerie- 
Aussie-film history — was also in 1975’s Pic- 
nic at Hanging Rock). When their car breaks 
down, the kids are grateful when Mick ap- 
pears in the darkness; they’re less appreciative 
when he drops the Crocodile Dundee act and 
bloody mayhem breaks out. So why should 
you bother taking yet another trip down the 
highway to hell? (Unlike House of Wax, this 
one doesn’t even afford you the pleasure of a 
Paris Hilton death scene.) Accents and occa- 
sional emu sightings aside, Wolf Creek’s skele- 
tal remains aren't all that different from Texas 
Chainsaw homages past. But it’s also relent- 
lessly grim, occasionally jaw-dropping, and 
lensed with the sort of it-could-happen-to- 
you urgency that digital cameras so deftly 
convey. (1:39) (Eddy) #

oger Weisberg’s documentary bypasses the facade of an ownership society to reveal a debtor's society. Here the working 

poor fruitlessly break their backs and spirits in dead-end jobs, reduced to a cross between Sisyphus and a hamster on a 

wheel, perpetually trying to roll themselves and their families above the poverty line and inadvertently “hustling back- 
wards” instead. Chronicling three years in the lives of a nursing assistant who must support a terminally ill daughter; a bank 
security guard living in a single-room-occupancy hotel in the Tenderloin and saving to visit children he hasn't seen in nine 
years; a single mother of five struggling to earn a degree but stymied by capriciously volatile government benefits; and a 
waitress with three children forced toward food pantries and financial ruin after a gruesome divorce, Waging a Living is 
straightforward vérité, unadorned and artless, and anything but predictably grim — the appearance of a “six months later” 
title can generate wrenching suspense. Rosevelt’s America, a sweet short from Weisberg and Tod Lending, supplements the 
feature and plays like a lost chapter as a refugee, Rosevelt Henderson, slaves away at poignantly menial jobs so he can bring 
his wife over to America from his native Liberia. Waging a Living will only appear on a few screens for a few weeks but de- 
serves a residency at every theater in the country, where it can reach those who'll recognize aspects of their lives onscreen 
and haunt those who won't. (Ihsan Amanatullah)

Home and away 


ometimes city-weary people just don’t want 
to drive very far before their escape begins, 
and sometimes they can’t escape for too 
long. For San Franciscans, a nice solution 
awaits atop Mt. Tamalpais, in West Marin, 
where a self-contained evening or so at the Moun- 
tain Home Inn requires no further driving — 
hungry guests have only to walk upstairs from 
’ their rooms to enjoy a romantic three-course din- 
ner in Marin County’s oldest continuously operat- 
ing restaurant. And if you’can spend Sunday night 
away and take Monday off, your escape will prove 
less expensive (owing to the usual weekday drop-in 
minimum requirements and room rates) as well as 
less crowded (everyone else is at work!). 

Built in 1912 by a Swiss-German couple homesick 
for the Alps, the inn was once accessible only by train 
and is now a landmark, both geographic (you'll find 
it on area maps as a trailhead) and literary (Jack Lon- 
don was a frequent overnight guest). Reconstructed 
in the original footprint in 1985, the current building 
features multi-angled rooms, stained-glass windows, 
and entire redwood tree trunks as support beams. 

On a recent visit, my companion and I arrived for 
the 3 p.m. check-in to take advantage of our room’s 


deck and the view over treetops to Richardson Bay. 
(The view had also been painted on top of the dress- 
er bya local artist.) Soft sounds emanated from the 
upstairs dining deck as we spotted the occasional 
hawk gliding by. In cooler weather, guests can warm 
up by the communal room's fireplace, or book a 
deluxe guest room with a wood-burning fireplace. 

On most evenings, even in summer, the fireplace 
in the cozy, romantic dining room crackles in the 
background. The kitchen produces tasty fare using 
local products — options on the prix fixe three- 
course dinner menu ($38) might include an appe- 
tizer of curried oysters with wilted spinach and 
horseradish cream; a main course of roast pork 
loin wrapped in applewood-smoked bacon, or goat 
cheese and potato tartlet; and a holiday eggnog 
créme brilée, molten dark chocolate cake, or 
housemade ice creams and gelatos for dessert. And 
since no driving is required, you can easily finish off 
a nice bottle of wine. 

Rooms here have no TVs. Ensure your enjoyment 
of the delicious nighttime sounds of silence and the 
soft morning sounds of chirping chickadees (and 
sometimes the more insistent alarm of squawking 
jays) by leaving iPods at home and turning off cell

phones. There’s no need to set an alarm, especially in 
east-facing rooms, which light up particularly bright 
as the sun rises. Tub soakers will enjoy the satisfying- 
ly vigorous water pressure and can opt for a room 
with a large oval tub with a louver-covered opening 
and a gorgeous view through the bedroom window. 

On fair days the full breakfast is best taken on 
the inn’s expansive deck, but at this time of year, all 
but the hardiest opt for indoors. After a breakfast 
of, say, Bolinas farm eggs with crispy bacon or a 
vegetable omelet and a cuppa Peet's, a delicious 
sense of playing hooky envelops those who find 
themselves here on a weekday morning. 

Options to fill the day: Hike the popular, mostly 
shady and flat Matt Davis Trail, where yellow finch- 
es and lizards abound. West Point Inn and its spec- 
tacular panoramic view takes about three hours 
round-trip. Mountain-bike Mt. Tam — it’s credited 
as the “birthplace of mountain biking.” Drive the 
windy road down to Muir Woods, particularly un- 
crowded and quiet on a weekday morning. You'll 
find easy walks and more rigorous hiking trails 
around here. Stop at picturesque Muir Beach for a 
walk (or nap) in the sand. Or, ona rainy day, head 
to the Pelican Inn —a sister inn in Muir Beach — 
for a pint and lunch in an English pub atmosphere. 

And, before starting home, stop for an early din- 
ner in a comfy bar booth at the Buckeye Road- 
house, on Shoreline Highway. Situated in an updat- 
ed 1937 Bavarian-style chalet, the restaurant serves

The 
perfect conclusion is a yummy slice of s’mores pie 
made with toasted housemade marshmallow. *
